Sumuary of Hews from the Far East. 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates from this port extend to the 29th January. The 
English mail of Nov. 26, conveying also London telegrams to 
Dec. 8, arrived out on the 20th January. The Jagan Times 
gives the following summary of the events of the fortnight :-— 

Our latest dates from Hiogo are, at the moment of writing, 
to the 22nd inst. only, by the Costa Rica, but the American 
Minister is hourly expected in one of the United States men-of- 
war. The aspect of affairs at Hiogo is altogether unsatisfactory. 
There appears only a remote chance of a trade at some future 
time, and almost a certainty of a fight immediately. There is 
very much reason to fear that the pleasing anticipation in 
which we indulged last mail, of “the remarkable spectacle 
of a bloodless revolution in Japan,” will not be realised. 
Both sides are too evidently concentrating their forces 
for the coming struggle. ‘The person of the young Mikado 
has been seized by Setsuma, Chosiu, Geyshiu and Tosa, and 
Stotsbashi, the late Shiogoon, has fled from Kioto, the capital, 
and shut himself up iv his castle of Osaka, under the protection 
of the fleets of his allies. There he is collecting all his forces 
and, in steamers and by the Tokaido, every man that can be 
spared from Yedo and quantities of munitions of war are daily 
pouring down to him. But foreign assistance he will not receive. 
The Foreign Ministers have visited him in a body, and given 
him a distinct and solemn assurance that they will in no manner 
interfere. Of course, our representatives are right in refusing 
any assistance : it is much to be regretted that any of them 
should have ever allowed Stotsbashi to believe that their policy 
would be different in this critical moment. 

The confederated Daimios have as yet made no sign. They 
have proposed nothing to the foreign Ministers, and are unlikely 
to do so until after the assembly of the nobility of the Empire 
in Council. Meanwhile the country is without a recognised 
head, so far as foreigners are concerned, although, as will be seen 
from a manifesto recently published by the Mikado, the new Cabi- 
net has been appointed for the internal governmentof thecountry. 
The fact that no attempt has yet been made to open negotiations 
with the representatives of the Western Powers can be easily ac- 
counted for. The men whohave struck this coup d'etatare not strong 
enough to carry out a foreign policy of their own, and have, 
besides, to consider that their pretext for ousting the late 
Shiogoon from power was that he had acted, with regard to 
foreigners, only for his own interests, eutirely neglectful of his 
fellow Daimios. They cannot commit the fault which they 
condemn so pointedly in him. Necessity and policy alike com- 
pel them to wait for the assembly of a general conference of 
the nobility. Meanwhile Stotsbashi reaps all the benefit of the 
delay. There are always, in aconfederation, separate and often 
conflicting interests to be adjusted, and in their arrangement 
quarrels are apt to arise. His family is the richest and most 
powerful, by far, in all Japan, and if its relatives and friends 
could be depended on, would be well able to hold its own against 
even such a combination of chiefs as is at present opposed to 
it. What we have most to fear is that these latter will sulkily 
retire altogether from any attempt to conciliate foreigners, cou- 
tent themselves with preserving the independence they have se- 
cured, and leave the ‘Lokugawa family to carry on the fore'ga 
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trade alone, and if this policy be carried out, we need not look 
for any extension of business with Japan, for we have the guage 
of it already. But we must all, journalists and ministers alike, 
wait and watch. The issue of the present struggle is beyond 
our speculation, or their control. 

A most serious affair has taken place in Yedo. We were able 
to announce in the latest intelligence of our last issue that part 
of the Shiogoon’s palace had been destroyed by fire. This was 
the Nino Maru—inside of the main enclosure of the castlé and 
it appears that this building was a Cyncoeum. The relicts of 
all Shiogoons live in the Nino Maru, and it is said that the 
palace was destroyed by a band of Satsuma’s people, who came 
up to rescue, in that manner, a sister of their prince, who had 
been the wife of a former Shiogoon. It has not been ascertained 
that this wns really the case, but two days afterwards Satsuma’s 
chief palace in Yedo was attacked and burnt by Shiogoou's 
troops, as well as three smaller houses of his, The palaces had 
for some time been dismantled, and the Government declare 
that they had no quarrel with Satsuma, but merely went to dis- 
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the port of Hiogo. We received the mournful intelligence per 
Costa Rica, which arrived on the 24th without any further 
details than that the cause of the death was a severe attack of 
inflammation ; the interment took place on the 22nd, when 

the remains of the late consul were conveyed to the cemetery ,. 
amidst a clump of trees to the right of the settlement, where 

the newly turned mounds too sadly indicate the Inet resting 

places of those “good men and true” who have in so short a 

space of time followed each other to the grave. The courteay, 

amiability aud generous disposition of the late Mr. Myburgh 
will cause his death to be deeply lamented bv all those who 

knew him, and who had tho pleasure of his acquaintance.” 

The Jupan Gazettes says :--“‘The language of adulation is 
natural when we lose friends. Wedo not think of the dark side 
of their character more than we can help; but Mr. Myburgh 
was a man who may be scanned fully ; and his character will be 
all the more bright as it is looked into. He was singularly kind 
and considerate—and perhaps the term that is most fre-

in the empty yashikis. There was a severe fght at the principal 
house, and the official report is that a hundred and forty 
of the robbers were killed, aud a hundred and sixty wounded 
—the Government loss being fifty or sixty kiiled and 
wounded. Whether Satsuma’s men or not, the survivors 
cut their way down tv the beach and got on board a small 
steamer belonging to him, with which they steamed out of the 
harbour. The Aaittenmaru, formerly the Eag/e, a heavily armed 
man-of-war, belonging to the Shiogoon, followed her, and a sea- 
fight took p'ace. which was distinctly visible from the Scttle- 
ment. The Aaitenmary got the worst of it, and the Satsuma 
steamer escaped. The incident is by no means likely to facili- 
tate the restoration of friendly relations between Stotsbashi 
and Satsuma. ‘The pecuuiary loss to the latter has been al- 
most nothing, as the very masonry of his yashikis was sold two 
months ago, and it cannot be denied that the honours of vic- 
tory remain with him; for nis people cut their way out of 
Yedo and deliberately engaged and disabled a Shiogoon’s steamer 
three times the size of theirown. The sight of a naval duel 
is one not often seen and, of course, as men watched it through 
their glasses from the verandah of the Club, the fight between 
the Kearsage and the Alabama was more than once recalled to 
mind. 

The following is another account of the fight between the 
ships of Satsuma and the Shiogoon referred to above. A 
reporter of this journal went off immediately the firing began 
in a row-boat, and got so near the scene of action as to be able 
to see much of it pretty distinctly. The ships engaged were a 
large two-funnelled steamer flying the rising sun flag, and now 
known to be the Auiennaru, a.d a much smatler one; both 
steamers were barque rigged. They came out of Yedo harbour 
firing at long ranges, the larger steamer appearing to be in chase 
of the smaller. At 3 pat, when about nine miles from Yoko- 
hama, the latter stopped and allowed his enemy to come to 
close quarters, when. they engaged each other desperately for 
nearly an hour, the big one steaming round the other several 
times and firing three shots to the other’s one. ‘The firing was 
very wild on both sides, About 4 P.M. they separated again, and 
the smoke clearing away, our reporter was able to see that the 
Kattenmaruwaseither crippled or unwilling to pursue further, for 
the other steamed away unmolested and disappcared past Uraga. 
Part of her bulwarks were shot away, and her foreyard hung as if 
injured. The Aaitenmaru seemed damaged in her machinery, 
for she was evidently iu difficulties on her way back. Another 
steamer, since known to be the Dumbarton, and towing a barque, 
appeared to be following the others out, but took no part in the 
action. 

It is with the deepest regret that we have to announce the 
deaths which have signalised the opening of the new ports. 
Admiral Bell, of the U.S. Navy, was drowned on the 11th inst., 
while attempting to cross the bar at the mouth of the 
Osaka River, and on the 2Ist Mr. F. G. Myburgh, Bri- 
tish Consul at the new ports, dicd after three or four 
days’ illness of inflammation of the bowels, produced pro- 
bably by the inferior provisions attainable. 

The Japan Herald says, “ Death has again been busy amongst 
us, but, this time, it has taken from us one who was well 
kpown to all, aud who was but recently hale an strong with 
us here. Our late cousul, Mr. Myburgh, who left Yokohama 
but a short month ago to fill the same post at the New Ports, 
died on the 21st inst., after a short aud unexpected illness at 
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man. Iu this is summed up most comprehensively his true 
character ; and if in some of his Cousular acts public opinion. 
was averse to the course he took—all will now admit that the 
British Consular service has lost au open, honest man, ou whose 
tomb might be placed the words of anuther recently deceased 
worthy, ‘I tried to do my duty!” 

With Admiral Bell were drowned Lieut. Commander Reid 
and ten seamen of the Hariford, the flagship. The accident 
is thus described by an eye witness :-— 

“The mouth of the Osaka river is closed by a frightful bar, which is- 
in most states of the weather dangerous to cross. I was detained two days 
waiting for a chance to get to the ship last week. A very sad occurrence: 
has taken place in connection with this bar. Ou the morning of the 11th, 
Admiral Bell, of the U.S. Navy, accompanied by his flag-lieutenant Reid: 
and thirteen men, started from the Hartford (which was lying at the mouth 
of the river), in a ship's boat to goup to Osaka. He had been waiting. 
for two or three days for achance to get across, and became impatient and 
said he would go; although it was bluwing hard. As he was going over 
the side, an old whaler asked permissiun to go and steer him with a steer 
oar. He refused, saying he would take the ordinary coxswain; so 
they started with a rudder only. As they were crossing the 
bar, the boat dipped into the sea, and as her rudder was out 
of the water, a sea struck her on the stern and capsized her. ‘The accident 
was seen from the //urtford, who lowered a boat tu the rescue. The relief 
arrived within a few yards of the capsized boat, and saw the Admiral 
hanging on, when the poor old man got benumbed, and losing his hold, 
went down. His body was washed ashore a short time afterwards. Three 
of the sailors were saved, the remainder, twelve persons in all, were 
drowned. All the bodies were recovered, and they were buried here yes- 
terday. It was a melancholy sight in so small a community. So, after 
all, the port has cost human life to open it, althuugh no bloud has been. 
shed.” 


Just before the sailing of “the Ganges from Vokohama the 
Feiloong came in, bringing the news of fighting*in every quarter 
around Osaka. Several naval engagements had taken place,. 
and general disorder reigned, in which those opposed to the 
Government appears to have had the worst of it. Destruction 
of life and property is said to be very great. Business was at 
a complete standstiil in Hiogo, and much property stored in 
Satsuma’s godowns, belonging to foreigners, has been burned by 
the Shiogoon’s soldiers. 


NAGASAKI. 

Nogasaki advices are to the 3rd February. This is the first 
occasion on which this port has been placed in direct mail com- 
munication with England. The outward mails of 17th and 
26th November had been received. 

A’ large fire broke out in the native town of Nagasaki on the 
2nd Feb., and was still burning when the Ganges left on the 
evening of the 23rd. Upwards of 400 houses are said to have 
been consumed, and about $1,000,000 worth of property. 

The Japan Herald’s correspondent at this port says :— The 
most amusing thing in our little settlement now is the talk 
about Count de Montblune’s influence, his intentions, and great 
importauce. He certainly is trying hard to give himself noto- 
riety, and commenced witha pamphlet upon the ‘ Kingdom of’ 
Satsuma,’ which no one took the trouble to pull to pieces, 
because it was so very flimsy and visionary. A few hard facts. 
would have cast ridicu’e upon all his inventions and fancies, 
aud scattered them like air bubbles. The Count gives out 
that he has a passport from the Emperor of France 
direct to the kingdom of Satsuma, and that none can 
stop him. Opinion runs that the Emperor knows as much 
about him as he himself does about Satsuma. The Japanese 
authorities ought just to treat him as they would any other 
man who breaks the treatics, and goes where he has no business. 
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to. They should lay hold of him and take him before his 
Consul, and then it would quickly be shown who he was—and 
how far he is an impostor. It is very unfortunate that Japanese 
Princes may be so easily led away and deceived by such men, 
who if history speaks truly, as, in spite of Walpole’s assertion, 
she sometimes does, have before now led weak states into great 
troubles, to their own impoverishment, and the sole benefit of 
the wily, brazen and unscrupulous adventurer.” 

‘The following is from Messrs. Alt and Co.’s Market Report

PEKING. 

We have Peking dates to 24th January. A correspondent 
ites :—“I have no news whatever to communicate by this 
portunity.

KIUKIANG, 

<iukiang has been rather notorious lately for turbulent out- 
aks against foreigners, both by the native officials and in- 
itants. Some six months ago a country house was burned 
m,and a very unsatisfactory amende obtained. Not long 
rwards H.B.M. Consul was insulted in the street, with a 
isness which his official communique to our columns ill-suf- 
ito palliate. And now, the house of a British subject has 
1 broken into and looted, under the Taotai’s own auspices. 
the first outrage there does not seem to have been the faintest 
ase, beyond the dislike of some retired mandarin to the 
timity of his foreign neighbours, For the second, the exe- 
on of a dog, which was probably attacking some foreigner at 
time, was a pretext. Our informant declares that, when 
Hughes was passing the house of its owner, he was hustled 
i crowd, one member of which actually assaulted him. Mr. 
thes himself reduces the crowd to a minimum, and denies 
actual assault described. But the insolence of the case is 
’ thus diminished in degree; and calls none the less for 
apt punishment. It is not a case of assault on a 
aap. ‘The facts show that the men knew perfectly 

Mr. Hughes was a Consul, and intended their demon- 
tion as & forcible remonstrance to the national represen- 
te of the man who had angered them. It is only necessary 
ynsider what would be the fate of men guilty of the same 
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violence towards a Taotai, to realise the extent of the indignity - 
offered. The last case fitly culminates the series, the Taotai 
being, it is alleged, this time ‘present, and officially sanctioning - 
the outrage. For some unexplained and quite immaterial 
reason, a gang of Chinese constables claimed admission, during 
the night, into the house of a British subject—we presume, from. 
the expressions used by our contemporary’s correspondent, an 
East TIndian—and, on being refused, broke down the door in 
the Taotai’s presence, carried off one of the occupants to gaol, . 
and looted the premises. 

A correspondent of the Shanghai Recorder, writing at a later 
date, says :—‘ The late arrest of a British subject by the Tao~- 
tai at Kiukiang has been settled after the usual fashion, the 
Taotai having paid $100 as compensation to the men, and 
apologised to the British Consul for his action. He has en- 
deavoured to shelter himself, according to Chinese custom, 
under a falsehood, by stating that he was not aware that the 
house was occupied by a British subject, whereas he must have 
well known this, particularly as the man told him at the time: 
that such was the case. Our correspondent at Kiukiang, who 
gives us the information, justly remarks that it is to be hoped 
some notice of the affair will be taken at Peking, as the: 
Taotai at that port is the most obnoxious Chinese official that 
we have ever had to deal with. The suggestion is one which. 
should scarcely be necessary, as properly it ought to be a mate 
ter of course that the high officials at the capital should be 
equally prompt to punish Chinese infringement of our dues, as 
we are to publish notifications upon the subject of rowdies in. 
the interior, and indeed to adopt all measures reasonable and 
unreasonable which seem in the least called for for securing the 
rights and interests of Chinese. We caunot, however, hope that 
such will be the case, as the influence of our officials upon the 
Chinese at Peking never appears to be sufficient to secure the 
punishment of such actions, If the Taotai at Kiukiang re- 
ceived his dues he would be degraded, or at least removed by 
the next mail from the north. We fancy if Sir Rutherford 
Alcock was guilty of a similar infringement of Chinese rights 
he would not long hold his post as British Minister.” 


SHANGHAI. 

From this port we have dates to Feb. 6. The outward mail 
of Dec. 10, with telegrams to Dec. 30, arrived on Jan. 28, and 
the French mail of Dec. 17 was two days overdue. We take 
the following items from the North China Herald :— 

A rumour has been afloat that Mr. Giquel is to be associated 
with Mr. Hart in the Inspectorate of Customs. We can neither 
vouch for nor deny its accuracy, but give it as it has reached 
us, and as not being altogether improbable. There is not the’ 
slightest use in the appointment, so far as the governance of the- 
Customs is concerned. Mr. Hart has proved himself quite equal. 
to this task, though he has incurred some personal unpopularity 
among its officers. But it is well known that our allies are 
anxious to be prominently represented, in a service of gradually 
increasing importance ; and it is not impossible that they may 
have influenced [the Chinese to concede this point. It is only 
this knowledge which induces us to take any notice of the 
rumour ; for no official report of it was, so far as we can learn, 
received by the last overland mail from Peking ; and it would. 
seem that an appointment deriving so immediately from the 
Central Government would become known there sooner than in 
Shanghai. 

Mr. Burlinghame has returned in the Ashuelot from his visit 
to Tsen-kwo-fan, by whom we learn he was cordially received. 
This magnate—who, besides his rank as Viceroy, rejoices injthe- 
titles of Grand Minister, Acting Superintendent of Trade,, 
Guardian of the Heir Apparent, and Marquis of the First 
Grade—has been reputed rather inimical to foreigners, so his 
prompt courtesy on the occasion of Mr. Burlinghame’s visié 
must be considered especially satisfactory. 

Mr. J. McLeavy Brown and the suite of the Chinese Lega- 
tiun have arrived. The native members are lodged in the New 
Mixed Court at the top of the Maloo. We hear that the coun- 
try through which they passed is in a very bad state. 

Mr, Adkins is appointed to succeed Mr. Brown as Acting 
Chinese Secretary at Peking, and Mr. G. Jamieson goes from 
Shanghai to Taiwan as Acting Consul. Mr. Davenport, who 
will shortly return from England, will probably be appointed to- 
that post on his arrival, and Mr. Jamieson will remain there as 
assistant. 

The Rev. W. Muirhead] has preached his farewell sermon at 
the Union Chapel to an unusually large congregation. During 
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his discourse he announced his intention of returning to China 
to carry out a long cherished scheme of establishing missions 
in the interior of the country. It has been repeatedly pointed 
out in our columns that the interior of China is the place for 
missionaries to locate themselves, rather than linger in the 
treaty ports or their immediate vicinity; and we therefore 
trust that Mr. Muirhead’s plans will meet with all the considera- 
tion they ‘deserve. The London Missionary Society sent out 
the first Protestant missionary to China, and we may now look 
forward to see another of its representatives establishing the 
first Protestant Mission station in the hitherto neglected far 
interior of the country. From Dr. Morrison, who arrived in 
China in the year 1807, down to the present time, the agents 
of this society have been, as a rule, vigorous and able men. It 
is through the instrumentality of such veteran missionary sini- 
logues as Morrison, Medhurst, Legge, Stronach, Muirhead, 
Wylie, Edkins and others that the London Missionary Socicty 
has maintained the high position it holds in China. 

A cross action for damages by collision had been tried be- 
tween the Alcyone and Lady Love. The Court declared both 
equally to blame. 

A house and land in Kiangse-road have been sold at 9,900 
taels, some old dock shares at 150 taels each, and some Shan- 
ghai gas shares at 60 taels each. 

Admiral Keppel arrived on the 1st Feb. from Japan, via the 
Chusan group, in H.M.S. Adventure, and will leave shortly for 
Hong Kong in the Salamis. 

We are glad to learn that a monument to the memory of the 
late Bishop Boone, for which funds were subscribed in Shanghai, 
has been constructed in New York and shipped for this port. 

The following anecdote, related by a Shanghai contemporary, 
is “sensational ” enough for a Miss Praddon :—A sad incident 
has been brought to our notice in the recent death of an educated 
English lady, who was induced by a Chinaman who visited Eng- 
Iand to marry him and come out to his country. The sufferings 
of the unfortunate lady have been beyond all conception. Soon 
after arrival she learned that her husband had already threo 
other wives, and she found herself the worst treated of them 
all About a week ago she came down from the country in an 
open boat and was taken in by a European friend here. She 
was suffering from dropsy ; and complaining of fatigue lay down 
apon a sofa, just as she had arrived ; and was found there dead 
on the return of the master of the house. The next day her 
husband, who had meantime come to Shanghai, was expressing 
to a foreign missionary the trouble his wife was to him and his 
wish that he were free from her. A hearse passed by at the 
moment. “ There,” said the gentleman, “go the remains of 
your poor wife to the grave, you need trouble yourself no more.” 

The accounts which will be laid before the, Church meeting 
will be more satisfactory than could have been hoped six 
months ago. No less than taels 11,773 have been raised by 
subscriptions during 1867, and about taels 2,000 more had been 
subscribed, but not collected, on the 3lst December; so that 
more than half of the taels 26,000 needed last autumn to com- 
plete the edifice has been made up. Thus, apart from the 
badness of the bargain made, the lease of so large a portion of 
the church compound as was sanctioned at the last meeting was 
clearly unnecessary. The only object of the lease was to 
create security on which to borrow the sum wanted 
to complete the church, We pointed out two months 
ago that if taels 13,000 could be raised before the end 
of 1868 the leaso of the Honan-road frontage at a 
rental of Tle. 1,000 a year would be quite sufficient to pay 
interest on the loan needed. This sum has been raised, and 
there is every reason to hope that before the expiry of the lease 
enough further subscriptions would have been realised to pay 
off the principal. Unfortunately, however, the lease then sanc- 
tioned has been concluded, and two frontages of the compound 
will be unnecessarily choked with Chinese houses, for the next 
fifteen years, in consequence of this hasty action on a hasty 
vote. However, there is no use in vainly regretting an accom- 
plished blunder. It only remains to congratulate ourselves on 
the certainty that the church will soon be finished. The ease 
with which ‘the financial deadlock, apparent six months ago, 
has been overcome has surprised the most hopeful. A liberal 
response has been made to the call for subscriptions, and a 
loan has been only too easily raised to meet the remaining 
deficit. 

Mr. Stephen Massett, 1 gentleman who has acquired some 
celebrity in England and America, gave a lectural entertain- 
ment on the 30th ultimo, at the Shanghai Club, and was very 
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generally appreciated. Mr, Massett’s powers of elocution are 
a high order, and he is also a fair musician. The room wa 
well filled, and the performance went off very successfully. 

A strange incident has been the subject of some little notia 
in the settlement during the past week. The captain of th 
Aunt Lizzie, which has arrived in this port, picked up nin 
natives who were in distress in the Pacific Ocean, not far fron 
New Guinea, to which they are supposed to belong. They wen 
quite naked when found, and though they were unable to speal 
any language that could be understood, they conveyed to the cap 
tain by signs that they had been seven days without food o: 
water. They have been brought on to this port, and en 
deavours will be made to send them back to their native place 
though there is some difficulty in knowing how to do so. The 
men constantly repeat the word “ Papua,” from which fact the 
conclusion they are natives of New Guinea has been deduced, 

The rebels are said tc have approached within fifteen mile 
of Chingkiang during the past weck, and to have taken a walle 
city ; but the reports are indefinite. 

Kiukiang has again been distinguished by one of thox 
insults to foreigners for which it has become rather notorious 
A stronger band seems to be required at the helm of our affair 
there. 

A Tientsin correspondent notes the singular fact that thi 
Pehio was open again on the 8th Dec. The winter seems u 
have been singularly mild all over China. 





HONG KONG. 

By this mail we have Hong Kong advices to Feb. 12. Th 
French mail of Dec. 18 and the English mail of Dec. 26 arrive 
out on the 2nd and 6th Feb., respectively. The latter conveye 
also London telegrams to Jan. 13. A “mysterious telegram’ 
is said to have reached the Hong Kong Post-office, which, al 
though unintelligible, was thought to refer to an impendin 
change in the new mail service, and the possibility of its bein 
fixed for an earlier day in the week than at present (Wedne: 
day) was regarded with some alarm, owing to the dreaded ue 
cessity of working on Sunday. We take the following item 
from the Overland China Mail :— 

By this mail the petition to the House of Commons again: 
the military contribution is forwarded. It is said to be sigue 
by almost every foreign firm in the colony, by forty Chines 
hongs, and a large number of private individuals, making | 
total of over 400 signatures. 

The P. & O. steamer Niphon struck on a reef off House Hil 
near Amoy, at 8.30 P.M. on the 23rd ultimo, and broke in tw 
about the middle of next day (24th.) Everything was los 
save one bag of mails. Two Europeans—viz., Wm. Truscot 
boilermaker, and Chas. Parker, gunner—five Chinese crew an 
six Chinese passengers were drowned. Much sympathy is fel 
for Captain Peake, the officer in command.

The annual general meeting of the Hong Kong Marine Ir 
surance Company was held on the 8th, when statements of a 
counts in offices Nos. 3 and 4 were submitted and approved o! 
$200 per share were agreed to be paid on No. 3; and upa 
each share in No. 4 it was agreed to pay $1,500, $1,000 th 
year and $500 next year. 

A general meeting of the Union Insurance Society of Canto 
was held on the 8th, when the report and accounts were at 
proved. Balance in favour of society, $418,248.22 ; $225,00 
of which was set apart for a dividend, $1,000 per share to t 
paid at once, and the remainder after the returns were recciye' 
from the agencies. 

There is a report current—we cannot say whether we 
founded or not—that Sir Rutherford Alcock will, in all probs 
bility, return to England at the close of this year. If it be tru 
the mercantile community in China will have cause for cor 
gratulation in the fact of his departure, although it is just possib] 
that a successor more inactive and less careful of British interest 
might be appointed. 

The question raised by Government, whether the marin 
lot-holders were liable fur the expense necessary to miaintai 
the praya and sea-wall in proper repair iu front of their mariu 
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lots, was definitely settled by a special jury, after a lengthened 
hearing in the Supreme Court, on the 7th inst. The Crown 
proceeded against the holder of a lease for lot No. 15, dated 
1844 (Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co., being agents for the 
original lessee), for cost of certain repairs, when a unanimous 
verdict was given for defendants. The Praya and sea-wall must 
therefore be maintained at the expense of the public. The 
Mail says :-— ; 

The verdict in the case of the Queen v. Webster's trustees, may, we 
imagine, be taken as setting at rest the much vexed question as to the liabi- 
lity of the marine lot-holders to maintain the Prays. It is, of course, open 
to his Excellency the Governor to institute a suit in equityand, if possible, 
obtain a verdict which shall reverse that given at common law. But the ques 
tion being settled at common Jaw we very much doubt whether Sir Richard 
MacDonnell will carry the suit any further. As the matter now stands, 
even after this decision, it is to a certain extent unsatisfactory. The case 
stands thus: A lease was selected, the form of which was supposed to be 
more clearly in favour of the interpretation officially put upon the liabili- 
ties of marine lot-holders than that of any other—there being eight or 
nine, differing in their precised rowing. The verdict recorded is, however, 
in favour of the lot-holders, and if no further attempt be made to enforce 
the Government interpretation, the matter will rest where it now lies. It 
can scarcely be supposed that additional actions will be brought upon all 
of the other differing leases, the provisions of each of which are admitted 
to be less favourable to the claims set up by the Government than that in 
the case just concluded. So far, therefore, as common law is concerned, 
the issue may be held to be fairly decided and set at rest. The only 
question which remains for consideration is the advisability of carrying it 
into equity, and here lie the “unsatisfactory” conditions we allude to. 
Presuming that the case were retried in equity, and a verdict obtained in 
favour of the Government, the very circumstance of the lease discussed 
being most in favour of the official view would render it least binding 
upon other lot-holders, who would in turn dispute their liability indi- 
vidually in equity. To obtain a reversal of the present verdict would, 
therefore, be almost useless, the sum in dispute being too trifling to make 
it worth while to have the case reheard on its own merits, and a verdict 
against the defendants affording no presumption against each lot-holder 
separately disputing his liability on another lease. We cannot, of course, 
foretell the view which may be taken by the responsible legal adviser of 
the Colonial Government, but we anticipate that he will scarcely propose 
a reopening of this case or the endeavour to enforce liability for Praya 
repairs upon other lot-holders similarly situated to the defendants. 

In the hearing of the case the Chief Justice displayed an earnest desire 
to touch upon every point in the slightest degree bearing upon it. This 
bas been freely commented upon in some quarters, and certainly in some 
particulars bordered upon irrelevance. Considering, however, the frank 
admission of documentary evidence by Mr. Whyte, the unavoidably com- 
plicated nature of some of the evidence, and the vague wording of the 
lease itself, we can hardly regard his lordship’s action as other than that 
dictated by a laudable anxiety to do the fullest justice to the case which, 
though it might not in strictness legally, will, we hope practically, end 
the matter. And even, although in his direction to the jury the Chief 
Justice was certainly betrayed into a wandering from the actual points at 
issue, that does not affect the value of his comments on the material 
matters of the case; and, making allowances for much difficulty, we are 
rather disposed to compliment his patience and general care than to carp 
at defects. 

A meeting of the creditors of Lyall, Still, and Co., was con- 
vened “in the Supreme Court in Bankruptcy ” before the Regis- 
trar, Mr. Alexander, for the following purpose, as described in 
the advertisement in the Government Gazette :— 

At the said meeting the official assignee will, in pursuance of the 151st 
section of the said ordinance, submit a statement of the separate estate of 
the said George Francis Maclean, recovered and outstanding, and of all 
receipts and all payments made or to be made thereout; and the creditors 
at the said meeting will, in pursuance of the said section, declare whether 
apy and what part of the nett produce of the separate estate of the said 
George Francis Maclean, after making a reasonable deduction for future 
contingencies, shall be divided amongst the creditors. Proofs of debts 
will be received, and creditors who have not proved, or who shall not then 
prove, will be excluded from the benefit of the dividend, and all claims not 
proved will be disallowed. 

In accordance with custom, a reporter from the China Mail 
attended to report proceedings, which were to be conducted in 
the office of Mr. Alexander. That gentleman, noticing the pre- 
sence of our representative, and having ascertained that he at- 
tended for the purpose of giving authentic publicity to whatever 
occurred, said to him, “ We never havereportersiu such cases in the 
registrar's office.” The reporter thereupon retired, and the members 
of the Mancbester Chamber of Commerce, and the public generally, 
will remain in ignorance of what occurred. Mr. Alexander has 
made a mistake. It was a meeting convened in the Supreme 
Court that our reporter attended, not a private gathering in a 
subordinate official’s chamber ; and in desiring to give publicity 
to what might transpire at the meeting, we only observed the 
practice allowed in the Home Courts. Mr. Alexander’s refusal 
to permit the presence of reporters at the meeting is a very in- 
judicious stretch of prerogative, is somewhat irreconcilable with 
a tenderness of conscience he has already evinced in connection 
with the bankrupts’ estate, and will not inspire the Manchester 
creditors with any feeling of confidence in the dealings of the 
Hong Kong Supreme Court with Lyall, Still and Co. 

A. E. Vaucher and G, Blakeway have obtained their discharge. 
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The notification closing the British Consulate at Macao is 
deserving of passing notice. Whether it be that the Foreign 
Office has been suddenly seized with a fit of retrenchment, and 
by way of commencement has decided upon stopping the exor- 
bitant salary heretofore drawn by the representative of British 
interests (amounting to £150 or about $700 per annum), or 
whether it is at length convinced that no thoroughly competent 
person can be obtained for so wretched a salary we know not. 
We can but express our hope that a determination has been 
arrived at to place Macao upon a footing equal to that of other 
ports, and before long to appoint a properly salaried Vice- 
Consul, British in nationality and feeling. It is quite a mis- 
take to suppose that because the official holding such a position 
may not make any very great show of activity, and contrives 
to put H.M.’s Government to but small expense in the way of 
sealing-wax and foolscap, he is necessarily useless. There are 
few ports in China where a more vigilant watch over passing 
events is required than that of Macao, as there are none where 
actions so dampatory of foreign character and influence are 
constantly committed. More than this, a large number of 
vessels, either British owned and manned, or chartered by 
British subjects, annually resort to Macao, and though we 
absolve the captains of these and of other vessels, in many 
cases, from knowing complicity with the disgraceful episodes 
of the inland kidnapping business, there arise frequently cases 
in which the watchful presence ofa British representative would 
act as an important check upon wrong-doing. One of the 
causes which has doubtless contributed to the (we hope tem- 
porary) suspension of the British Consulate is the anomalous 
position occupied by the Portuguese Government in Macao. 
Were a new official appointed, we are bound by our present 
relations with China to accredit him to the Chinese Go- 
vernment, while it is useless to deny that the Portuguese 
are de facto masters of the coolie-catching peninsula. To 
accredit a British subject to the Macao Government would 
therefore be equivalent to turning our backs upon our avowed 
policy in China—that of recognising no territorial acquisition 
within the boundaries of the empire proper. Here we subjoin 
the official notification :— 





British Consulate, Canton, 
8th February, 1868. 

The undersigned has to notify that by instructions from his Excellency 
Sir Rutherford Alcock, K.C.B., H.M.'s Minister Plenipotentiary, &., &e., 
in China, the British Consular Agency at Macao was closed on the 31st 
January, and will not for the present be re-opened. The masters of British 
vessels will be required henceforward to deposit their ships’ papers with 
the Captain of the Port at Macao.

Theeighteenth number of the China Punch completes the third 
quarter of that journal’s existence. Contrary to the expecta- 
tions of many who wished for such a publication in Hong 
Kong, it has gradually acquired such strength that it may 
reasonably look forward to a permanent existence. That such 
a gratifying result has been attained is due to the generous 
recognition and assistance which Punch has received from 
those who really desired that it should become an insti- 
tution. There is in Hong Kong plenty of genial wit 
and humour without lack of ability to use the pen and pen- 
cil in “ shooting folly as it flies” in any of its numerous 
shapes, or in promoting mirth without malice, or in giving point 
to a joke without offence ; and it was with tho view of affording 
an opportunity for the development of these qualities that 
Punch was founded. That its training hitherto has given satis- 
faction, and pleasantly disappointed the gloomy prognostications 
which attended the outset of its career, are facts in which its 
friends find matter for congratulation and encouragement for 
the future—a future which will henceforth be governed under 
other auspices than those which prevailed at ita origin. The 
old proprietorship will be changed for a new one with the next 
number ; and while registering /’unch’s thanks for the reception 
he has hitherto received, we shall refer his friends to what he 
may have to gay for himself in No. 19. 


On the subject of Sir R. Alcock’s expected retirement the 
China Mail has the following further remarks :— 

There is a popular misconception as to the causes which seem invari- 
ably to cramp the energies and narrow the minds of men who hold im- 
portant diplomatic or consular appointments. It constantly happens that 
some one whose junior career has evinced mach promise, who, upon some 
important occasion, has displayed judgment and energy, and who is 
believed to be exactly the right sort of man to deal with a people like the 
Chinese, becomes, by the combined influence of merit and good luck, pro- 
moted to just the sort of post his admirers would wish to see him occupy. 
Everybody is tolerably satisfied. Even his detractors say, ‘“‘ Well, with 
all his faults, he’s a man of action; and anything is better than oblivious 
laziness,” and for the first few months, perhaps years, nothing occurs to 
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disa spoint the hopes of those who believe in him. By-and-by, however, 
some event takes place, which, in the eye of the public, appears to call for 
Frompt action and a determined front at allrisks. But alas ! their hopes are 
doomed to disappointment, and the popular official sinks at once in public es- 
timation, to the regret of his friends and the exultation of his enemies. The 
latter find it convenient to assert that a long residence in China or the East— 
or the study of the language—or ignorance of the language—or a pandering 
to the opinions of his brother-officials of other nationalities—is or are the 
causes of his failu-e. Persistently blind to facts patent to the most super- 
ficial observers, the same stupid cry is raised again and again, in each case 
failing to touch the real cause of the evil. We need scarcely look far for 
examples of what we say. Sir Rutherford Alcock is at this moment 
standing condemned in the public mind for what is termed his “ shameful 
want of energy and pluck,” and even Sir Harry Parkes, the idol of the 
muscular school of prog:ess in the Far East, is beginning to suffer a like 
depreciation. We admit the facts, but deny the inferences of those who 
80 londly condemn oor representatives. For convenience sake we confine 
our remarks to the latter, although much of what is alleged is quite as 
applicable to our consular service, differing only in degree. 

The true secret of failure on the part of British Ministers in this part 
of the world to fully vindicate their position in the eyes of their country- 
men, lies in the ftct that the theory of free agency commonly held regard- 
their duties is totolly wrong, While absolutely unfettered in details—less 
so than Government employés of any other elass or grade—they are 
rigidly bound by instructions as to their general policy. In other 
words, it is not even conceived by the Foreign-office that they are 
appointed to represent ‘ British interests” or even the British 
community in China. They are simply the representatives in 
China of the Foreign-office at home, and represent Great Britain 
only so far as the Foreign-office officials represent and interpret 
the opinions of the party in power. And here lies both the source 
of their personal weakness and of the constant disputes which arise be- 
tween them and the commuaity they are prerumed to represent. The case 
is quite different with France, Russia, and the United States. Their 
ministers represent not the calm controlling power at home, but the faults, 
passions, and desires of their countrymen, be they right or wrong, modified 
only by diplomatic experience. They are, in fact, the mouth-pieces, in the 
first cases, of their fellow-citizens, and only in a secondary degree 
of their respective governments, But their power over the policy of those 
governments ia far greater, as their representations are not those of an 
uninterested arbiter between their own people and the Chinese, but of ad- 
voeates fully prepared to represent the wishes of the former in the manner 
most advantageous to their fulfilment. Add to this that, while more 
fettered in detail, they are almost independent in general policy, that they 
possess a far higher authority over the available forces present in the 
East, and that they are even personally unfettered by those scruples to 
use violence when diplomacy fails, whieh are engendered by our system, 
and we have the radical differences between the representatives of Great 
Britain and these of other countries. 

The moral of thia is obvious enough, but it takes a long time to make 
British residents in China take such combined action as shall utilise it. 
There exists in effect an antagonism between the Foreign-office and the 
British community in China, of which the minister is the almost power- 
less exponent—often powerlesa, that is, to produce an accord between the 
conflicting views. We want therefore some reliable means of placing our- 
selves en rapport with the Home Government; a minister less fettered in 
his policy than at present; and a clear understanding as to how far the 
views of British subjects and the views of our Foreign-office accord and 
can be worked out. This can only be effected by the inauguration of a 
committee at home devoted to China matters, and comprising amongst it 
members of Parliament pledged to bring matters of interest to China resi- 
dents before the public at home. There is nothing new in the proposition, 
but although its feasibility is obvious, nothing has been or we fear will be 
done. Until, however, some such step is taken, the misunderstandings 
which now exist between the community and the minister will increase 
and flourish. 

We are indebted to the courtesy of the superintendent of 
the P. and O. Company at this port for permission to publish 
the following interesting account of the loss of the Niphon 
written by Captain Peake. Much sympathy will be felt for 
this popular officer in the disaster which has befallen the vessel 
under his command :— 

Amoy, 30th Jan., 1868. 

W. Macautay, Esq., Superintendent P. and O. S. N. Co., Hong Kong. 

Dear Sir,—It is my painful duty to report the loss of the Company's 
8.8. Niphon (on a reef off House Hill, distant from here about twenty- 
five miles in a southerly direction) under the following circumstances :— 

On proceeding up the Inner passage (that usually taken by steamers in 
the N.E. monsvon), on Thursday, the 23rd instant, at 8.30 p.s., the 
wind blowing fresh from the north-east with a considerable sea on, I 
was much surprised to find the ship strike on a reef off or eastward of 
House Hill. Every endeavour was made to get her off, which unfortu- 
nately proved to be of no avail. About five minutes after the ship struck 
she was found to be rapidly filling with water and taking green seas 
over her, knocking everything to pieces about the decks, and breaking up 
the saloon, making it impoasible for anything to be got out from thence. 
At that time two of the boats had already been washed away. Seeing that 
there was no possibility of saving the ship, I ordered the four remaining 
boats to be lowered as quickly as possible, tc land the passengers and 
crew, giving them severally in charge of the 2nd, 3rd, and 4th officers, 
with Lieut. Anson, a passenger, who kindly volunteered his services. The 
life-boat in charge of the 2nd officer was stove in and filled with water, 
the gear having been washed out of her just after she was lowered. Passed 
the passengers into the other three boats; the cutter did not return, the 
crew of Malays having deserted her immediately she reached the 
shore. The gig and jolly-boat continued to ply between the ship and 
the shore, landing, as was supposed, first passengers and then crew. As 
the jolly-boat was about to shove off on her third trip a heavy sea washed 
over the ship, striking the boat, and causing her to take in a large quan- 
tity of water. The boat having very soon after shipped another sea over 
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her stern, she filled and turned over, when the beiler-maker William 
Truscott, and the gunner, Charles Parker, with five of the Chinese crew 
and (as far as can be ascertained) four Chinese passengers—in all eleven 
persons—were unfortunately drowned, Lieut. Anson and the fourth officer, 
who were both in the jolly-boat when she filled, having been picked up by 
the gig in a very exhausted state. When all the passengers and crew 
were supposed to be out of the ship, excepting three Chinese passengers 
(who could not be induced to come down out of tbe main rigging), the 
chief officer, Chinese carpenter, and myself, hoping to be able to save the 
mails and some small valuables, I ordered the gig to remain near the ship,. 
but she soon disappeared, and was unable to fetch the ship again at that 
time. At low water, about four A.M. on the 24th, as the scas were not 
breaking so heavily over the ship, with four of the crew (found forward) 
made a search for the mails amongst the wreck of saloon; succeeded im 
finding one bag, which was placed on the poop ready to be landed. Shortly 
after daylight the gig was observed making fruitless attempts to get off to. 
the ship, being continually driven back by the surf. JI then requested one 
of the crew, a good swimmer, to swim ashore with the end of log-line, as a 
hauling line for larger ropes, wherewith to save the remaining lives. The 
man reached the shore, but the log line slipped off him; in consequence of this- 
failure spars were prepared with lanyards, asa last resource for saving 
life. As the tide rose the seas commenced to break very heavily over the 
ship again. A few more passengers (Chinese) were found forward early 
in the morning, who were got on the poop with the rest. At high water, 
about the middle of the day, the surf being less, the gig managed to come- 
out, but could not come close to the ship, as the seas were breaking over 
her very heavily, causing her to be very uneasy, with strong indications 
of her breaking up. I requested all those who could swim to jump over 
and make for the gig ; the chief officer and the remaining fourteen of the 
crew succeeded in reaching the gig. By persuasion the remaining Chinese- 
passengers were got into the lifeboat (which had remained alongside 
from the firat, stove, and full of water), excepting one man, who 
refused to go in spite of every endeavour to make him, having 
mounted the mizen rigging (this man afterwards disappeared with the fal: 
of the mizen mast). The Chinese carpenter and myself accompanied the 
passengers into the water-logged lifeboat. I was obliged to cast her off 
immediately, as the working of the ship threatened every instant to break 
her to pieces alongside, and there was no alternative. Just as the bout 
left the ship broke in two ; the boat drifted ashore, and with the assistance 
of the gig in charge of Lieut. Anson all were landed. When on shore E 
observed the ship breaking very rapidly, the cargo washing out of her in 
large quantities. 

You will observe from the above report that it was utterly impossible to 
save either mails or cargo. Directly we landed the natives stole nearly 
all the clothes we had on, and broke up the boats. Shelter and food for 
all hands were procured at a village about two miles distant from the: 
wreck. On mustering the passengers and crew there were found missing- 
—William Truscott, boilermaker; Charles Parker, guoner ; five Chinese 
crew, and six Chinese passengers—in all thirteen. 

One of the stewards having been despatched overland to Amoy for as-- 
sistance early on the morning of the 24th, returned in the American 
steamer Fung Shuey, which vessel had been despatched to our assistance. 
Soon after daylight on Saturday, the 25th, she came to anchor near the 
wreck, Captain Watson, of the Fung Shuey, and Mr. Paterson, one of the- 
company’s agents at Amoy, landed, and we immediately had a consulta- 
tion, when it was decided that there was nothing to save of the ship or 
cargo. The after part of the ship was completely separated from the fore 
part and nearly under water; the fore part was on its broadside, the- 
decks being to seaward and apparently everything was washed out of it. 
Under these circumstances they proceeded with the embarkation of* 
passengers and crew to the Fung Shuey, which was accomplished daring. 
the forenoon after arduous boating through the surf, with Captain Watson 
and crew’s valuable assistance. Whilst this was going on the body of 
William Truscott, boilermaker, (which was washed ashore) was interred. 
The five missing Chinese crew are the butcher, one boat boy, fireman’s cook 
and two other cooks. On getting on board the Fung Shuey, having observed 
the Cadiz five or six miles off to seaward, I requested Captain Watson to 
endeavour to intercept her in order that she might convey the news, and 
also the passengers to Shanghai. The Fung Shuey not having either guns 
or a code of signals, could not manage to communicate with her, although 
everything was done that could be to attract her attention. The Fung 
Shuey arrived at Amoy on the evening of the 25th, when arrangements 
were at once made for housing and provisioning all hands. The officers of 
the ship behaved in a very praiseworthy manner throughout, and the- 
Chinese carpenter was of great assistance to me in urging the unwilling 
passengers to get into the boats, baving stuck to me to the last. I must . 
also mention the valuable assistance that I received from Lieut. Anson, 
who behaved in a most praiseworthy manner, and very nearly lost his 
life in the execution of a dangerous duty. 

By order of H.M. Consul at this port, a Naval Court will be held as. 
soon as possible, to inquire into the circumstances connected with the loss. 
of the Niphon. 

Arrangements will be made for conveying the passengers, officers, and) 
crew to Hong Kong by the first opportunity.—TI am, dear Sir, yours faith-.

(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 

The French mail, which should have left this on the morn- 
ing of the 25th January, only got away at noon on the 30th. 
The perpetual irregularity in the departure of the French 
steamers causes the most serious inconvenience to all here. 

The intelligence from Japan, including as it does the news 
of the death by drowning of the poor old U.S. Admiral, who 
was on the point of retiring from the naval service, has a 
melancholy tinge which is not redeemed by the realisation, so 
far, of the sanguive expectations entertained by foreigners con- 
cerning the opening of Osaka and Hiogo. On the contrary, a 
general feeling of dissatisfaction pervades the correspondence 
that has come down by the last mail. The competition is in

fact too severe, aud in most cases too uncalculating, to enable 
persons of real busivess ability and capital to make tho head- 
way they are entitled to look for in the face of the reckless 
derangement of prices, &c., caused by the musbroom cluss of 
Operators. A degree of uncertninty as to the spot that will 
hereafter become the most favoured centre of trade has also 
been developed through the procf afforded by the accident to 
Admiral Bell and bis party that the Japanese were not wrong 
when they pointed out beforehand the geographical objections 
attaching to the port of Osaka. 

Some Japanese from Yokohama have lately visited Hong 
Kong with a selection of lacquer ware, &., got up for the Chi- 
nese market, but have not met with any encouragement from 
purchasers. This is the first instance of direct and independent 
trade betweeu Japanese and the ports of China. 

As has been confidently anticipated here, orders were re- 
ceived by the Governor from the Seerctary of State for the 
Colonies forbidding tho receipt of revenue from Sir Richard 
MacDonnell’s gambling speculation, and his Excellency’s pet 
scheme is virtually knocked on the head ; as, failing the addi- 
tion of so comfortable a sum as that originally looked for to the 
colonial revenues, there can obviously be no reason for continu- 
ing the licensing system iu force. The Stamp Act continues to 
work quietly, and without giving more trouble to individuals 
than can very easily be put up with; and every penny of the 
revenue it can raise will be needed to meet the expenses en- 
tailed by the destruction of the Praya, as it is pretty well 
understood now that the Government has been legally advised 
that the entire burden must fall upon the colonial Treasury, and 
not upon the abuttors, as originally maintaived by the Governor. 
The unfortunate Mint still continues idle, or comparatively so ; 
@ very handsome coin, of the value of one tael, ‘was some time 
ago got up asa specimen, and submitted tu the Chinese officials 
at Shanghai, but it does not appear that they were found capable 
of being influenced in favour of a sensible currency. 

Mr. Swinhoe, H.B.M. Consul in Formosa, and a well known 
naturalist, has within the lest few days left for Hainan on 
board H.M.’s gun vessel Algerine, commander Domvile, with 
instructions to examine the commercial capabilities of the 
island and more particularly of the {port of Kiung-chowfoo. 
From the accounts brought back by persons who have visited 
the island heretofore there seems not the slightest reason for 
believing that it would ever “pay” except for the owners of 
one or two very amall steamers carrying Chinese passengers 
and opium, to carry the opening of a port in that quarter into 
effect. What is much more probable is that the port of 
Wanchow, between Ningpo and Foochow, will be opened in 
exchange for Chinkiang, which the British Government has 
been advised to abandon altogether as a consular port. War- 
chow has long been recommended asa port likely to become 
an important shipping port for teas, with many advantages 
over Foochow in that respect, amd also as capable of largely 
developing the trade in imports. 

The British Consular agency at Macao is abolished, which 
may be meant either simply as a small economy, or perhaps 
as a mark of disapproval of the atrocities of the coolie 
trade. The cnergetic manner in which the Government 
of this colony represented to the Home Government the whole- 
sale kidnapping of Cochin-Chinese in the course of last summer 
appears to have shamed the Lisbon authorities into something 
like action, and it is reported that a “ commission ” is to be 
sent out to investigate the conduct of Governor Horta. So 
long, however, as Portugal is allowed to maintain her usurped 
supremacy over Macao, it will continue to be what it has 
been for twenty years past—a nest of piracy, kidnapping, and 
corruption of every kind 1t is not only Hong Kong that is pre- 
judiced by the iniquities of its Portuguese neighbour ; the whole 
coast and large tracts in the interior are inoculated with the 
most lively hutred of foreigners, owing to the atrocilies perpe- 
trated unchecked by the Macaese. 

The new hotel here is fast advancing towards completion, and 
it is hoped that it may be opened in time for the great gathor- 
ing here for the races, the third week in February. Now that 
the scaffolding, which has occupied so large a portion of space 
in the very centre of the colony for two years past, has been 
taken down, the fine facade of the hotel adds greatly to the 
sppearance of the Queen’s-road. Opinions are most diverse on 
the subject of the speculation, and doubtless only experience 
will solve the question as to the seheme becoming a paying one 
for present shareholders. One point in its favour is the ten- 
dency on the part of several of the Jarge firms to require their 
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“ junior messes " to establish themselves in future at the hotel. 
‘Tbe two leading American firms have already resolved upon 
this step.

BATAVIA. 

Advices from this port are to the 13th February. The ouly 
topic of interest is the Maggie Leslie case, which seems likely 
to become complicated, and perhaps to give rise to questions. 
between the English aud Dutch Governments. The following 
are the facts of the case as they stood up to the date of our 
present advices :— 

The Maggie Leslic, of Newcastle, sailed from Foochow for 
London with a full lading’ of tea, and on the 5th October 
last was fallen in with about five miles south of Gaspar Island, 
by the English barque Fusi- Yama, the Maggie Leslie having all 
sails set but with apparently nobody on board. On examination 
it was found she had been abandoned by the crew, and the 
ship’s papers and her boats were all gone, although there was, 
as far as could be seen, nothing the matter with her. The chief 
mate and four seamen of the Fusi-Yama were put on board 
with instructions to take the vessel to Batavia, which they 
reached on the 21st October. According to the instructions 
of Captain Thomson, of the Jasi-Yama, the vessel was. 
placed in the hands of Messrs. Pitcairn, Syme and Co. 
(the {agents for Lloyd’s at Batavia). These gentlemen imme- 
diately applied to tke Resident of Batavia, informing him of the. 
circumstances connected with the salvage, and inquiring in whose 
custody the vessel must be placed according to law. The Con- 
troller of Import and Export Duties was pointed out as the 
person charged, according to existing regulations, with the 
mavagement of such matters st Batavia. 

The Maggie Leslie was then given up to this official, who im- 
mediately placed men on board for the protection of the ship 
and cargo, and hired warehouses into which to discharge the 
cargo, which was requisite to enable him to make up the inven 
tory required by law. 

On the 23rd Oct. the English Consul, Mr. Maclean, addressed 
a letter to Messrs, Pitcairn, Syme, and Co., requesting that the 
ship and cargo might be delivered to him in terms of Art. IX,. 
of the Consular Treaty between Great Britain and Holland. 

To this requisition Messrs. Pitcairn, Syme, and Co. on the 
same day replied that, acting upon legal advice, they had deli- 
vered the ship and cargo to the local authorities in terms of 
Article 550 of the Dutch Code of Commerce, and the Jast clause 
of the IX. artiele of the Consular treaty, by which the existing 
colonial laws were recognised, but they had no objection if the: 
Consul could come toan understanding with the local authorities 

On the 24th Oct. the Consul applied to the Controller of 
Import and Export Duties and requested the immediate delivery 
to him of the ship and cargo in terms of Act IX. of the Consular 
treaty. The Controller on the same day replied that he oould.. 
not comply with this request. 

To this the Consul on the 25th Oct. replied by a ‘protest, im 
which the arguments of the Controller were controverted, and. 
the Consul protested against all damage to the ship and cargo 
that might ensue, and holding the Controller and the Govern-- 
ment of Netherlands India, from whom he derived bis authority, 
liable for all_costs, damoges, and interest. Annexed to this- 
document was the copy of a letter from the Resident of Banka. 
to the English Consul, in which it was stated that the crew of 
the English ship Maggie Leslie, of Newcastle, from China to- 
London, with a cargo of 728 tons of tea, aud which had been. 
wrecked on tho Alcester reef off Pulo Liat, had arrived at Min- 
toh in three boats, after having, as they stated, left their vessel . 
in a sinking state. 

As this protest bad no result, the Consul on the 26th Oct. 
addreased a request to the Governor-General that the Controller 
should be ordered to give up the ship and her cargo to the Con-- 
sul in terms of Art. 1X. of the treaty ; and on the 12th Novem-- 
ber the Consul was informed that instructions had been given 
to the Controller to deliver up to him the Maggie Leslie and 
her cargo. 

In the meantime the Controller had proceeded to land the- 
tea and to sell some of it as damaged, agaiust which proceeding. 
the Consul energetically protested. 

On the 13th Nov., in compliance with the instructions of. 
Government, the Controller delivered up the Maggie Leslie and. 
her cargo to the Consul, at the same time claimiug repayment

‘To pre- 
vent any chance of explosion the greatest care and precautions 
are always taken in descending into the hold, and the hatches 
are always carefully battened down. On the 15th February 
she took in about 12,000 kegs of powder from the other hulk, 
which required sundry repairs and was ordered into dock. This 
did not have more effect than to put her down in the water 
about an inch. Next day there was a considerable sea on and 
she rolled a good deal. In the afternoon the crew in charge 
discovered that she was deeper in the water than she ought to 
be, and after some hesitation they decided on examining the 
hold. On going down they found themselves up to the 
waist in water, and the alarm was given. The pumps 
were at ones set a going and a boat despatched ashore. 
The captain of the other hulk, the Statesman, was 
also communicated with and proceeded on board. A num, 
ber of Malays were immediately sent off by one of the owners 
and the master attendant despatched further assistance. All 
was too late however. The water had gained too much ground 
and the pumps were found unequal to make any way or even 
to keep the water down. It was therefore found necessary to 
abandon the vessel, which slowly settled down to about five feet 
under water, in which position she now remains. She was 
totally uninsured, as also was the whole of the powder stored, 
it not having been customary or even possible to do so here. 
The question now is, who is liable for the heavy loss, and this 
being likely to form a sort of cause celebre in the place, we re- 
frain from making any further comments. We learn that she 
had in all about 7,000 piculs of powder on board. 

The British steamer Telegraph has been bought by Wat Seng, 
in conjunction with one or two other spirited Chinese mer- 
chants, for $16,700. We hear that it is the intention of the 
new owners to keep her running between this port and Saigon, 
after she has made several trips between Singapore, Malacca, 
and Penang. 

We believe that the British ship Amaranth has lately been 
sold privately for the sum of $7,000, and the Belgian barque 
Bourse d@ Anvers for $5,000. 

As a proof of the advantage of wharf accommodation in 
Singapore over the old system of discharging ships in the roads, 
we may mention that the entire cargo of the Harvest Home, a 
ship of 800 tons, with the exception of 120 tons of iron left 
in the ship for stiffening, was unloaded from that vessel at Tan- 
jong Pagar, and delivered to the consignees in town, in exactly 
four working days—whereas it would have been considered 
good work in the roads to have finished in three weeks. 





































STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

The present homeward mail left Singapore on the 19th Feb 
The outward mail of Jan. 10 was delivered on the 13th Feb., 
conveying London telegrams down to the 25th Jan. The 
following summary of news is from the Straits Times : 

His Excellency the Governor arrived from Penang by the 
Peiho on the 17th, and we may therefore anticipate some activity 
and life infused into our political affairs, The neighbouring 
States have been very quiet of late. 

The efforts making by Hong Kong to free itself from the 
contribution of £20,000 for military, commands the strong 
sympathy of this colony, which is saddled with thrice the 
amount. Both colonies are exactly similarly circumstanced— 
military, at least to the extent at present paid for, are not 
wanted for local purposes, and the residents protest with justice 
and reason against being called upon to pay for imperia! lia- 
bilities. In addition, this colony has the unanswerable argu- 
ment, that if Hong Kong is assessed for only £20,000, the 
Straits Settlements should pay, if not less, at least certainly not 
more. This isa claim for only bare justice, any compact made 
with the Home Treasury to the contrary notwithstanding, and 
however flourishing our revenue may be. 

The ominous silence about our Water-works for a long time 
back, and the apparent stoppage of all labour upon them, are 
attracting comment and attention. They should have been 
finished long ago, but there seems to be no hope or sign of this, 
and the only conclusion left is that they are a complete failure 
and sink for public money. Who is to blame, or who ought to 
be hung, as usual in similar fiascos, nobody knows. 

An article in the last London and China Express (copied 
from the London and China Telegraph) of the 10th of January 
has caused a little sensation here by announcing that the Go- 
vernor had imposed some restrictions on the press of these 
Settlements. This was news to the press, who had not been 
conscious of any deprivation of liberty to write whatever they 
pleased. However, some occasion was given to the Telegraph 
for the article in question by a resolution come to by the Legis- 
lative Council at their first meeting. This resolution has been 
misunderstood by the good people at home, as explained by the 
Telegraph's correspondent “R.” The best proof of this is that 
the resolution in question attracted no attention at the time, 
either from the press or the public. 

The petition of the Penang community to Farliament, for 
redress from the injustice done to them by the Postmaster 
General in giving way to the P. & O. Company, and depriving 
them of direct mail communicatiou with home, meets the en- 
tire approval and endorsation of everybody in Singapore. The 
Penang merchants have done wisely in sending copies of their 
petition to the Chambers of Commerce of Glasgow, Manchester, 
and Liverpool. The merchants, manufacturers, and shippers of 
these cities are as much, if not more, interested in Penang’s 
grievance as Penang itself, and are therefore bound to bestir 
themselves and use all their influence in backing up the petition 
under review. 

The new arrangement as to the despatch of mails from this 
port has afforded a subject for some discussion. Great doubts 
are entertained as to the interpretation to be put upon the 


Tre Overtanp Mans.—The following is from the Morning Herald 
of this day :—“ The delivery of the combined Bombay, Calcutts, China, 
Japan, and Australian mail, which reached London last evening, and was 
distributed this morning—its due date—must be regarded as a very satis- 
factory operation, and a good augury of the successful working of the new 
mail arrangements for the East, of which it is the pioneer. Credit should 
also not be withheld from the contractors for their alacrity in changing 
the basis of the service from the calendar to the lunar month, which had 
to be effected at the shortest notice. The Nyanza, which reached Mar- 
seilles on Saturday morning at six o'clock, being due at nine, was the 
seventh of the series of vessels employed in conveying this mail througb- 
out its route. The aggregate capacity of these steamers was about 13,000 
tons, with 8000-horse power, and they traversed over 20,000 miles. The 
distance from the most remote point, Sydney, to London, is over 11,000 
miles, and the journey was performed in 49 days, giving an average speed 
of about 226 miles per day, or 94 miles per hour, including all tranship- 
ments and stoppages.”

Commercial Report, 


CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 


Yoxouama.—Business had absolutely ceased, and during the whole 
fortnight transactions had been of the most trifling description. Yaro 
had again fallen, and even at reduced quotations very little had been done : 
large auction sales of damaged parcels had by no means improved the 
position of,this staple. Our quotations for Grey Shirtings and Velvets, and 
mm Woollens, for Scarlet Camlets, remain unchanged, and in these manufac- 
tures only had business been done—all others were nominal and withont de- 
mand. The quotations were :—Cotton Yarn, Nos. 16 to 24, $46 to 48; Nos. 
28 to 82, $55 to 57; Nos. 38 to 42, $51 to 53 per picul ; Grey Shirtings, 
7 Ibs., $2.75 to $2.90; 8.4 Ibs., $8.30 to 8.40; 8.6 to 8.8 lbs., $3.30 to 
8.40 per piece; White Shirtings, 56 to 60 reed, $3.30 to 3.50; 64 to 66 
reed, $3.70 to 3.80; 68 to 72 reed, $3.90 to 4.20 per piece; T-cloths, 
6 Ibs. $2.25 to 2.50; 6.8 to 7 lbs., $2.70 to 2.90 per piece; Turkey Red 
Cloths, 24 yds. 32 in., $2.85 to 325 per piece; Iron, nail rod, $2.75 to 
8.25; hoop, $4.25 to 4.50; bars $2.75 to 3.50; pig, $1.50 to 1.70; wire, 
$6.50 to7; Lead, $6.50 to 7 per picul. 

Swanouat.—Cottons: During the interval the natives had been occu- 
pied with the celebration of their new year festivities, and the market can 
hardly be said to have fairly reopened, although some small sales had 
been effected of Grey and White Shirtings and T-Cloths, at about the 
same figures as those current last mail. The stock had been largely aug- 
mented by the arrivals of the Taeping, Durham, Ajax, steamer Sir 
Jamsetjee Family, and Devana, from England, with large cargoes, 
and the market for Grey Shirtings had slightly weakened. A 

eral resumption of business was likely to take place. Woollens: 
Spanish Stripes, Medium, Broad, and Habit Cloths, had been [taken to a 
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very trifling extent. For Camlets a rather better feeling had manifested 
itself, and rather better offers had been tendered. For Long Ells the 
market had continued depressed. Lastings had been quite neglected. 
Orleans, both Figured and Plain, had begun to attract some attention. 
Coals: The transactions in the coal market had been very small. Cardiff 
and English Coals were much neglected, but more inquiry after Australian 
kinds had raised their value to Tis. 10.2.5 per ton, at which figure there 
were purchasers ‘to arrive.” The arrivals had been 2,250 tons 
from Great Britain, and 1,075 tons from Australia; total, 3,825 tons.

Hankow.—lIn the interval between the departure of last mail and the 
close of the Chinese year a trifling business in piece goods was transacted. 
The settling day among the natives had passed off very satisfactorily, and 
the banks had met their engagements without apparent difficulty. A 
re resumption of business was not looked for until about the middle 
of March. 

CanTon.—A few trifling sales of metals are reported. Lead had ad- 
vanced a little in value. Quicksilver remained as before. Quotations : — 
Lead, common, $7.45 to 7.55; quicksilver, $72.50 to 73.50. 

Hoxe Koxc.—Raw Cotton: During the early part of the interval there 
was more inquiry for this article, and prices advanced about 50 cents per 
picul, but have since weakened, and closed slightly under last mail’s rates, 
the arrival of some moderate parcels by steamer having made buyers less 
desirous to purchase now that their actual wants have been satisfied. 
Should there be no heavy receipts, however, during the next two months 
prices must again advance, as stocks were far from excessive. 
Cotton Yarn: Transactions had been on a very moderate sca‘e, 
buat sellers refused to make any further concessions, and prices 
were unchanged. Piece Goods: Stocks of almost all descriptions 
of Manchester goods had been largely increased, four vessels having ar- 
rived from London, and importers had been willing sellers at a decline on 
our last quotations for almest all descriptions. Buyers were fully alive 
to the question of supplies, and being well aware of the general desire to 
realise were purchasing but moderately, hoping for still lower prices, 
and there was every indication that they will succeed in effecting a 
further decline. A small quantity of American Drills had been 
disposed of at about last quotations, but there was no enquiry for 
Jeans and Sheetings. Woollens: Prices generally were a little weaker, 
late receipts from London having been put upon the market. Metals: 
There was more doing in Iron at about former value. Lead had con- 
tinued to find buyers amongst foreigners, and values were 15 to 20 cents 
per picul higher. Tin had further advanced. Tin Plates were only sale- 
able on easier terms. Quicksilver was not in request. Coal: Six car- 
goes had arrived since our last report, but two of these were for Govern- 
ment, and two for steamer companies. One of the remaining two, a 
cargo of 298 tons Sydney, had been sold at $12 per ton, and the other, 
Welsh, was still on offer. A cargo of 700 tons Sydney had also been sold at 
$11.75 “toarrive.” There was no inquiry for English or Welsh Coals, and 
quotations are quite nominal. The following were the quotations current 
at the departure of the mail :—Cotton Yarn, per picul, No. 16 to 24, $115 
to 125; No. 28 to 82, $142.50 to 150; No. 38 to 42, $145 to 160.

CHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 
TEA. 

YoxonamaA.—The business had not been on a very large scale, and 
after the departure of the P.M.S.S. Co.’s steamer Great Republic no trans- 
actions had taken place. Prices show a slight alteration, and before the 
New-year bolidays the market closed weaker, since when, no business 
having been done, no change has to be reported. Settlements principally 
for America amounted to about 1,300 piculs, the arrivals being estimated 
at 1,800 piculs. Stocks must therefore be computed to be about 4,000 
ficuls. Quotations were as follows :—Common, $17 per pical ; good com- 
mon, $18 to 22; medium, $22 to 25; good medium, $25 to 28; fine, $29 
to 31; finest, $82 to 85; choice, $86 to 44. 

SHANGHAI.—Black Tea: The last mail left on the first day of the 
Chinese new year. During the greater part of the short interval since 
elapsed the foreign banks had been closed, and the Chinese had not yet 
recommenced to trade, and, consequently, no business whatever had been 
transacted. Stocks had been increased by the arrival of two chops from 
the River, all common Oonams and Ningchows. The low value of this 
class of Tea at home should react on this market, and lead to less exor- 
bitant prices than have been latterly yielded. Those teamen, however, 
who have held over the new year appeared firmer than ever in their 
demands. From Hankow little or nothing more was expected; but 
should the high prices hold, a small additional quantity of inferior leaf 
would certainly be made up before the new crop could arrive. To reach the 
total export of last season we require still four millions, while the Tea to 
go forward from all sources this year can hardly exceed one million 
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nds. Re-shipments, none. Stock 8,500 chests, against 14,000 at 
same date last year. Total settlements (as far as ascertained) 335,000 
chests, against 812,000 chests last year, and 265,000 in 1866 ; an increase 
due solely to the falling off in the direct export from Hankow, estimated 
this year at only 28,000 chests, against 68,000 in 1866 and 88,000 chests 
in 1865, making estimated total settlements of Black Tea from the river, in 
chests, 363,000 this season, against 880,000 last season, and 353,000 the 
qpeason before.—Green Teas: In these likewise no business has been trans- 
-acted. Some 6,000 pkgs. had come to hand from Kiukiang and Ningpo, in- 
-ereasing the stock to 11,000 half-chests cf all descriptions. Notwitbstandiag 
disastrous advices from the United States, buyers appeared anxious to re- 
open business, and Teamen seemed confident of being able at least to main- 
tain formerrates. Stock, excepting the four chops fine Moyune previously 
alluded to, consisted of common third-crop Tekhing, Pingsuey, and 
Shanghai-packed Teas, the class which recent sales appear to have chiefly 
“Denefited. From the interior 10,000 pkgs. more were expected to complete the 
regular season's supply, but there was reason to anticipate the arrival of 
‘a few thousand half-chests in addition later on, packed from inferior leaf, 
which Teamen had hitherto rejected. In this case the total probable ex- 
port to all parts would not be less than twenty-four millions. Reship- 
vments, none. Stock, 11,000 balf-chests, against 40,000 at same date last 
year. 


Foocnow.—Trifling settlements of Congou and Souchong comprised the 
business of the fortnight, amounting in all to less than 1,000 chests. The 
arrivals from the country had been but 600 chests, which, with some 400 
,Foochow-packed, had been placed on the market. The only vessel loading 
for London was filling up very slowly, and the Eleanor, expected from 
Amoy, to fill up, would probably have to wait some little time to complete 
her cargo, and be the last vessel of the season. No more Oolongs had 
come to hand from the interior, but the stock bad been increased by 1000 
half-chests of Foochow-packed tea. It was reported that the Lansdowne 
vend Shakespeare could not take all the teas purchased for them. 


Amor.—About 3,300 packages Oolong—the pick of the Teas on offer— 
tad been taken at $184 to 21 for common to fair cargo, leaving about 
1,600 packages in stock. ‘The Eleanor took 5,953 packages Oolong, and 
924 of Congou for London, and had sailed for Foochow to fill up. The 
Surprise, for New York, was full, and about 5,000 packages Oolong would 
rgemain to be shipped via Hong Kong. 


Caxrox.—Two small chops of Country Congous and a few parcels 
“Canton-made Congous had found buyers, but there had been no trans- 
-actions in Scented kinds or Greens. There had been no further arrivals 
of leaf, and stocks were low, and, as a rule, undesirable in quality. 
‘Holders of the few chops Country Congou on offer continued very firm in 
their demands for extreme pricea, Settlements for the interval are re- 
; as under :—Country Congou, 190 chests, at Tis. 20; 200 half- 
~chests, at Tis. 21; Canton Congous, 1,524 half-chesta, at Tis. 174 to194. 


SILK. 


Yoxouama.—About one hundred bales were settled after the date of 
Ahe last report, in time for the French steamer, and about 400 bales had 
‘een settled since. Transactions would doubtless have been on a larger 
ecale but for the holidays and the paucity of stocks; however, the 
-eagerness of a few buyers had forced prices up toa bigher range than 
had been seen during the whole season. As arrivals had been very 
emall, stocks were further reduced, and were estimated at about 800 bales.

SHIPPING REPORTS. 
HONG KONG. 

The British barque Sultan, from Newcastle-cn-Tyne 9th July, reports 
tnaving bad very bad weather after leaving port, but good winds to the 
dine, which was crossed on the lst September in 26 West, long., and from 
thence to the Cape fair weather. After passing this point experienced a 
bad gale of wind, which lasted for some time. For foar hours during this 
gale the wind blew with the force of a hurricane, completely burying the 
ship in the sea. Passed Ombay passage on the 4th December, and Gillolo 
and Pitt’s passage on the 25th December. Calms and variable winds 
until arrival. 

The British ship Sir Lancelot reports having left London on the 26th 
“October, and experienced very heavy weather in Channel, having had to 
anchor once off Dungeness and twice in the Downs. Finally took a de- 
parture from Cowes on November 2, and experienced light variable winds, 
@enerally from the westward, across the Bay of Biscay and to the 
Equator, which was crossed on November 27, in 27:36 W. Moderate S.E. 
trades were encountered, and the meridian of the Cape passed on Decem- 
ber 19, in latitude 41:15 S. Experienced four days’ very heavy westerly 
gales while running down the Easting. Entered Altas Straita on January 
17, and cleared them next day. Passed through Clayer Straits on the 
20th, and crossed the Equator again on the 25th, in longitade 130-50 E. 
Canght the monsoon on the 27th, which continued light and variable until 
‘the 30th, when a fresh gale was encountered for forty-eight hours, after 
which fell in with three days’ calm to the eastward of the Bashees, and 
thence a fresh breeze until arrival, making ninety-four days from pilot to 

uot. 

eetke British ship Chaa-sze reports having left the Downs on the 19th 
August. Experienced fresh S.W. breezes down Channel and as far as 
Cape Finisterre. Moderate N.E. trades, and crossed the Equator on the 
6th October, in Jong. 25 W. Met with fresh S.E. trades, and passed the 
Meridian of the Cape on the 9th November, in lat. 40 S. Moderate 
Westerly gales while running down the Easting, and sighted Sandalwood 
Island on the 15th December. Experienced light winds through the 
Gillolo passage, and strong N.E. gales in the North Pacific, during which 
a suit of saila were blown away. Passed Gibbey Island on the 25th 
December, and from thence met with light variable winds and calms as 
far as lat. 5 N., after which strong N.E. gales and heavy seas were en- 
countered to the Bashees, where light variable winds and calms were again 
amet with for some days, until a steady monsoon was caught, which con- 
tinued fresh until arrival. 
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THE LATE MRS. JARDINE. 


The funeral of the late Mrs, Jardine took place on the 14th 
instant, when her remains were interred, amid numerous tokens 
of profound and sinccre regret, in the parish church of St. 
Mungo, near Castlemilk. The Dumfries Courier has the follow- 
ing well-merited tribute to her memory :— 


The intelligence of the dangerous illness (supervening on her recent 
confinement) of the young and beautiful wife of Robert Jardine, Esq., 
M.P., created feelings of the deepest concern and sympathy among all on 
the estate of Castlemilk and neighbourhood, and profound and universal 
was the grief throughout the district, when on Sunday week the melan- 
choly tidings were received that that illness had on the previous day ter- 
minated fatally. Mrs. Jardine had endeared herself to everyone at Castle- 
milk by her amiable and benevolent disposition, by her engaging and 
winning manner, and by the kindly interest she took in all connected with 
the estate. A long period of usefulness and of domestic happiness seemed 
to stretch before her, but a bright and hopeful career was cut short at the 
early age of twenty-one. The body of the deceased lady was brought from 
London to Castlemilk on Thursday night, and was interred in the family 
burying place in the old parish church of St. Mungo (about two miles 
distant) on Saturday, the 14th. There was a very large attendance of the 
resident gentry of the neighbourhood, the clergy, the farmers, and trades- 
men on Castlemilk and adjoining estates, &c., and the line of carriages 
and other vehicles in the funeral procession extended to a great length. 
Previous to the removal of the body from the house the Rev. Dr. Menzies 
of Hoddam offered up an impressive prayer.

A gunboat, one of eight building in private ea for the Admiralty, 
was launched from the iron shipbuilding yard of Messrs. Richardson and 
Duck, Stockton, on the 10th inst. She is named the Hornet, and has 
been Luiit from the designs of Mr. E. J. Reed. Her dimensions are— 
length between perpendicula:s, 155it.; breadth, moulded, 25ft. ; depth, 
14ft. Qin. ; burden, in tons, 463 88-94. She is a composite vessel, having 
iron frames, beams, &c., covered with two thicknesses of teak planking, 
the whole of the fastenings being of brass and copper. She is bark 
rigged. Her armament will consist of two guns, onc 100-pounder aad 
one 64-pounder. Her machinery consists of two pairs of horizontal trunk 
engines, with three boilers of the nominal power of 120 horses. She is 
on the twin-screw principle, one pair of engines driving each propeller, 
the latter being of gun-metal, and of the furm known as Griffith's patent. 
The Hornet is said to be for the Indian service, and when fully equipped 
will only draw 7ft. water. 

Stream SHIFBUILDING ON THE CLypg£.—Messra. Barclay, Curle, and 
Co. have" launched an iron screw of 900 tons register. She will be fitted 
with a pair of direct-acting engines with surface condensers, 38-ineh 
cylinders, and 120-horse power. Messrs. C. Connell and Co., of Over- 
newton, have launched a composite screw of 800 tons. The vessel, which 
has been named the Nymph, is being engined by Messrs. J. Howden and 
Co. ; she isa duplicate of the Columbine, screw, launched about two 
months since by Messrs. Connell and Co. Both vessels are intended for 
the China trade. : 

Tue British Inpia STEAM NavicaTion ComMpaNy.—It appeers 
from advices from Annesley Bay of the 19th of February that the vessels 
of the British India Steam Navigation Company had done good service, 
not only in landing troops and stores without accident, but also from the 
fact that by their powerful condensing apparatus they were able to supply 
daily to the troops many thousand gallons of good fresh water, not other- 
wise to be obtained.

‘THE PENANG MAIL SERVICE. 


Tuer Penang Chamber of Commerce has taken prompt action 
in the matter of the alteration in the mail service, by addressing 
a letter of remonstrance to Sir Harry Orp, Governor of the 
Straits Settlements. After deprecating “the hasty and secret 
“ manner in which the arrangement has been carried out,” the 
memorial goes on to state that the improvement effected of 
late years in the commerce of Penang is due in a great measure 
to the Settlements being in direct communication with Europe. 
In support of this assertion the case of Malacca is referred to, 
where the development of resources has been, according to the 
memorial, extremely slow, owing to the want of mail commu- 
nication. In conclusion, the Chamber expresses an earnest 
hope that the GovERNoR will use his influence with the British 
Government on behalf of the Settlements to procure a resump- 
tion of the P. and O. Company’s service. From a return 
issued by the Chamber and appended to the memorial it 
appears that the’number of vessels which cleared from Penang 
for Great Britain from 1859 to 1867 (inclusive) was 160, the 
total tonnage being 73,800 tons, averaging 8,200 tons per 
annum. The total value of the imports and exports from 
the year 1840 is thus returned:—From 1840 to 1845, 
£6,019,288, annual average, £1,203,857 ; from 1845 to 1850,

TREATY REVISION AND THE CHAMBERS OF] 
COMMERCE. 
Ir the unexpected decision of Lord Sranuey is destined to;be 
acted on, and negotiations for the revision of the Treaty of 
Tientsin are really to be entered upon with Mr. BURLINGHAME, 











those Chambers of Commerce in this country that are most 
deeply interested in the China trade should lose no time in for- 


warding to the Foreign Office an exposition of their views’on 
the subject. 
Chambers in China, with the Consular reports or communications 
annexed to them, are already “ under consideration” here ; and 
asthe venue has been changed, the Manchester, Bradford, Leeds, 


Liverpool, and other important Chambers should take advantage 


of that circumstance (the only advantage, as far as we can see, 
that is likely to accrue from it) to second the efforts of the 


China merchants to procure a satisfactory settlement of the 


many important points that will come under discussion. As 
an incentive to energetic action, the Shanghai Chamber of Com- 
merce has addressed a circular letter to the Chambers of Com- 


merce in England, urgently requesting them to press the 


whole question on the consideration of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment. The letter conveys in clear, concise terms the sub- 
stance of the chief points in the Shanghai memorial, to which 
we have referred in detail in a former issue. The liberty to 
reside in the interior of the country (it ‘says), and} to open 


business premises there, after being accorded by the 12th article 


of the Treaty of Tientsin, has become of no avail from the very 
limited interpretation subsequently given to the clause con- 


ferring the benefit ; while the chief object of the Treaty has 


been further frustrated by the virtual exclusion of foreign 
manufactures from the greater portion of the population. 
Denied the privilege of himself introducing the goods in which 
he deals among the people, or even of facilitating their intro- 


duction by improving the system of carriage, the British ier- 


chant finds his market limited to a narrow area around the 
open ports by the imposition on various pleas of prohibitive 
duties, and even that within the Foreign Settlements them- 
selves heavy taxes prevent the legitimate development of his 
trade. ‘The suggestions which the Chamber has made with re- 
ference to these subjects are :—Firstly, that liberty to reside 
in the interior under license from the Consul at the Treaty Port 
be clearly defined ; secondly, that the establishment of better 
means of communication be permitted; thirdly, that no local 
taxes in excess of the tariff be levied without the express sanc- 
tion of the Foreign Ministers ; and fourthly, that transit dues 
should be collected by the local officials in the country, in lieu 
of at the Custom-houses of the open ports. 

The letter goes on to state that past experience of the work- 
ing of the Treaty points tothe necessity for a watchful and firm 
policy in its application rather than for any radical change in its 
form, and there is much truth ip the observation. It is admitted 
on all hands, that the Treaty, as treaties go, is not a bad one; 
it has worked badly, not from any inherent defect of its own, 
but from mismanagement and misinterpretation. How is this ? 
The letter before us answers the question in a single forcible 
sentence :—‘ Removed from any contact with foreign merchants, 
“ and the influence of public opinion, the Foreign Ministers be- 
“come ina measure advocates of Chinese exclusiveness rather 
“than of the extension of foreign trade, and the result of such 
“views can only be obviated by the urgent representations of 
“ all the Chambers of Commerce in England.” This explanation 
of the origin of the evil is the true one. Let us hope that the 
remedy suggested in the last sentence may prove efficacious.

It appears that the memorials of the various 








£7,749,699, annual average, £1,549,939 ; from 1850 to 1855,

As a further;step towards the attainment of their object, the 
merchants and planters of Penang have drawn up a memorial 
to the House of Commons, in which the claims of that port to 
be included in the mail service are ably advocated. This docu- 
ment sets forth the injustice of making so important an altera- 
tion without giving the Penang residents an opportunity of 
making any representation regarding its effect on their trade. 
It then urges that the divergence from the direct course neces- 
sary to touch at Penang would only be seventy or eighty miles, 
occupying some nine hours, and that a stay of six hours would 
suffice ; so that fifteen hours, or even somewhat less, would be 
the extent of the delay. Some trade statistics follow, showing 
the satisfactory development that has taken place under the 
beneficial influence of a regular mail communication, which 
the memorialists believe will be converted into a retrograde 
movement, should they be deprived of that convenience. And 
finally, they point out that the 12th article in the new con- 
tract empowers the PostmasTeR-GENERAL to extend the service 
to ports not specified in the contract, auy alteration in the 
subsidy thereby rendered necessary to be mutually agreed on 
or settled by arbitration. Under this stipulation it is compe- 
tent to the PosrmastER-GENERAL to require the mail packets to 
continue to touch at Penang, should he now recognise the ne- 
cessity of doing so. This memorial, which certainly makes 
out a very strong case for Penang, has been entrusted to Mr. 
Thomas Bartne, M.P., for presentation, and we understand 
that several other influential members of Parliament have pro- 
mised their support to it. 

It is clear that if a return to the old system cannot be ob- 
tained some sufficient substitute must be found, and one very 
pertinent suggestion has been made, to the effect that advantage 
might be taken of the opium steamers now running between 
Calcutta, the Straits, and China, as a means of conveying Eng- 
lish mails, not only to the Straits, but, to China, as all cor- 
respondence for Caleutta is now sent via Bombay, and the 
Straits by this route could be reached quicker than by Galle. 
This would of course necessitate the fixing of the opium sales 
about a day or two before the due date of the mail from Eng- 
land. We hope the Indian Government will give attention to 
this question, as, independent of the service rendered to the 
Straits and China, it seems but rational that the opium sales 
and steamers sliould correspond with the arrival of mails from 
England. The whole subject should be taken up by the Straits 
Settlements Association. 


Tue present Inward Mail is the first under the new contract» 
and is delivered on its due date according to the P. and OQ. 
Company’s time-table. Itspassage through the Straits of Messina, 
on the evening of Wednesday, the 18th, was promptly telegraphed 
to the Company, and made public by them. From this it may 
be inferred that we may always expect the mails to be delivered 
punctually on the Monday morning, when the steamer is tele- 
graphed as having passed Messina on or before the previous 
Wednesday. 
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BANQUET TO GENERAL CAVENAGH. 

Tue late residents of the Straits Settlements now in London 
assembled at the Albion Tavern on the 14th inst., to present to 
General Cavenaau, their late Governor, a testimonial in the 
shape of a full length portrait, very ably executed by Sydney 
Hodges, which is to be hung in the town-hall at Singapore, and 
in addition to the portrait a pair of silver candelabra and four 
dessert stands, which are designed to be en suite with the 
centre-piece (presented by Penang residents), and are orna- 
mented with modéls of the native animals and foliage, in- 
cluding the curious pitcher plant. The testimonial from 
Penang consists of a large centre ornament in silver, with 
groups of native figures and beetle-nut palms of a very light 
and novel design. The whole of the silver is designed and 
executed by Mr. SrerHen Surru, King-street, Covent-garden. 
The assemblage was a very harmonious one, the dinuer excel- 
lent, and the committee of management, consisting, we believe, 
of Messrs. GREENSHIELDS, READ, PaTERSON, and LEVESON, de- 
serve great credit for the satisfactory arrangements and general 
success of the banquet. 


Mr. W. Napier, Chairman of the Straits Settlements Asso- 
ciation, presided. After the preliminary toasts of the QuzEn, 
the Prince and Princess of Waxes, the Army and Navy, which 
were responded to by Colonel ContyeR and Admiral Kune, 
lately Commander-in-Chief on the China station, the Chair- 
man} proposed the toast of the evening, “ The Health of 
General CavenacH.” After considerable cheering, Mr. Narrer 
entered op some description of the objects and intentions of 
that meeting. General CavENaGH, he said, was well known to 
those present, and through good report and evil report he had 
conscientiously conducted the government of the Straits for a 
period of about eight years. During that time he had to con- 
tend with numerous difficulties, arising on the one hand 
through the Native States by which Singapore is surrounded, 
and the Government of India which he served. The various 
acts of General CaveNaGH have always been characterised by 
sound and judicious treatment. The conflict between the in- 
terests of those he governed was no mean task to reconcile. 
Although he had not the pleasure of being resident under the 
General, and indeed had not seen him until this evening, he had 
closely watched all his public acts, and with trifling exceptions had 
reason to be satisfied with his government. Mr. GREENSHIELDS 
then said :— 

“Mr. Chairman and gentlemen,—I rise with much diffidence to address 
this—the largest assembly of Straits residents that ever met in this great 
city ; who by their numbers stamp the Cavenagh Testimonial Dinner a 
great success. I could have wished that among the familiar faces I see 
around me some one more able than myself had been selected to be the 
mouthpiece of Singapore on this occasion; at the same time I appreciate 
the honour you have done me, and shall do my best in the important 
matter on presenting the Singapore testimonial. Before proceeding to do 
this, however, I have a few words to say having personal reference to our 
honoured guest of this evening. Our worthy chairman has told us that 
he had left Singapore before General Cavenagh arrived to assume the 
government of the Straits, and that he had no persoral knowledge 
of him. I, in common with many present, have had the pleasure 
of knowing General Cavenagh during his whole term of office. 
It is difficult, on an occasion such as this, to speak of personal quali- 
ties without using language that might seem like flattery; or, on the 
other hand, give a meagre sketch, less warm and broad than our feelings 
would prompt or the occasion demand. Fortunately in this case the lan- 
guage of plain truth—a plain unvarnished tale—is the best, and I have 
no hesitation in stating as the fact that General Cavenagh won, during 
his term of office, the goodwill of the entire community in Singapore; 
was looked upon as one who had the interest of the settlement at heart; 
and I say the Singapore testimonial is an expression of the estimation 
entertained by the entire community of the zeal and ability of the 
Governor, as well as the probity and urbanity of the man. And 
now, General Cavenagh, I have the honour, in the name of the com- 
munity of Singapore, and as representing, also, subscribers and well- 
wishers in this country, to present this testimonial. First, your portrait, 
which all consider a successful one, highly creditable to the artist, Mr. 
Hodges—this portrait will shortly be sent to Singapore, to be hung in the 
Town-hall there, and be associated with former Singapore worthies, few in 
number, but deserving of honourable mention here: first, of the great 
and enlightened founder of the Settlements, Sir Stamford Raffles, in whose 
praise any word of mine would be superfluous; then the portrait of one 
who has taken a life-long interest in all connected with the Straits, 
and who, fortunately, still survives to aid us with his kindly counsel and 
ripeexperience. He is among us to-night. I need not say I speak of our 
honoured and venerable guest, Mr. John Crawfurd. Then we come to the 
portrait of the late General Butterworth, of whom many present have a 
warm and friendly recollection, one who in his day and generation did 
good service. Your portrait, General Cavenagh, will be the last of the 
representatives of the old regime—that regime under which Singapore was 
founded a free port—and as such, may I not say, solely because it has 
been maintained a free port, has enjoyed nearly half a century 
of great prosperity. That regime has passed away. May we 
not on such an occasion pay it a passing tribute of almost 
affectionate regret{? We all hope and believe that Singapore will 
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continue to prosper, and has a bright future in store; but still we may 
say that the ship under the old rig sailed well, and was a good sea-boat. 
Let us hope that all these changes may be improvements, and that the 
good ship, with her new rig and propeller, may progress as before. And 
now, General Cavenagh, it remains for me to present to you this service 
of plate, with the earnest wish—a wish that will have a strong echo in 
Singapore—that you may long be spared to use it, anc hand it down as 
an heirloom in your family, to which in days to come your descendants 
may point with honourable pride, as a proof of the estimation in which 
their ancestor was held.” 

Mr. Pappay followed Mr. GREENSHIELDS on behalf of Penang, 
and after a few observations as to the high opinion in which 
the Penang residents held General Cavenaag, proceeded to read 
a letter from Mr. Bary, in which he very appropriately alluded 
to the various public and private acts of the GENERAL during 
his tenure of office. The toast was most enthusiastically drunk. 

General CavenaaHa spoke as follows :— 

“T rise to address you with mingled feelings of pleasure and 
sorrow; pleasure at the thought of the high compliment you have paid me, 
sorrow atthe recollection that the official connection which long existed 
between us has been now permanently severed. I offer you my sincere 
and heartfelt thanks, not only for the handsome testimonials which will be 
handed down with pride as heirlooms in my family, but also for the cordial 
welcome you have accorded me this evening, a welcome which, as an 
expression of esteem in the hearts of those with whom, in the discharge 
of an important duty, I was for 90 many years associated. The remem- 
brance would long have been cherished, even if it had not been accom- 
panied by your costly gifts. 

“Whilst utterly disclaiming all pretensions to be deemed deserving the 
eulogiums that have been passed upon me by your chairman and the re- 
presentatives of Singapore and Penang, I may honestly assert that through- 
out my career as a public servant I have ever endeavoured in an humble 
degree to follow as close as possible the bright example that has been set 
before me by so many of our country’s illustrious sons in the profession to 
which I have the honour to belong, and in every position in which I have 
been placed have tried to the utmost of my poor ability to do my duty. 
This great honour is my sole merit, the sole claim that [ can advance to 
entitle me to your respect and goodwil!; many men are gifted with brilliant 
talents, and the most brilliant talents are sometimes misapplied: but every 
one may strive to perform his duty zealously, fearlessly, and impartially, 
and I am proud to believe that when sincerely influenced by this desire, 
however numerous his shortcomings, a British officer is sure to succeed in 
gaining not mere fleeting popularity, but that which is of far greater value, 
the lasting esteem of his fellow-countrymen, the noblest reward which a 
soldier can aspire to; it is the most enduring, casting a glow upon his 
name, when other riches, and honours, and even life itseff, may bave passed 
away. Gentlemen, that this is not from a mistaken feeling your presence 
here is a sufficient proof, for placed as I was at the head of a large and 
busy community, consisting of many nationalities, entertaining many 
conflicting views, it would have been impossible for me to have 
altogether avoided acting occasionally in antagonism to the wishes 
of some of its members, and even at times giving decisions prejudicial 
to personal interests. But I ever felt satisfied that so long as every ques- 
tion brought under my notice was treated with due consideration, and 
that those by whom it was submitted experienced at my hands that fair- 
ness and courtesy so essential to the satisfactory maintenance of official in- 
tercourse. Even although my decision might be adverse, I should never 
give real offence. Hence, in discussing public affairs I never disguised my 
real sentiments ; if the opinions advanced were such as I could not honestly 
sapberts I never hesitated to express my dissent; and in justice to your- 
selves, gentlemen, I am bound to acknowledge that that dissent was always 
as frankly accepted aos it was avowed, and that in no single instance was 
there the slightest attempt at factious opposition, and however op 
my proceedings might appear to preconceived notion, credit was always 
given me for being actuated by good intentions, and a sincere desire to 
promote the welfare of the settlement entrusted to my charge. Even as 
regards the introduction of the Stamp Act, a measure most repugnant at 
one time to the feelings of the whole community, when once the Act was 
really extended to the Straits, all opposition vanished, and, indeed, I was 
indebted to the advice contained in a representation I received from 8 
deputation, of which some of the members are, I think, now present, in 
being enabled to remedy an omission on the part of the authorities in 
India, that might have added greatly to the difficulties of improving the 
provisions of the Act, and have rendered it simply unpopular. Gentle- 
men, apart from the cares which must always attend any post of import- 
ance and responsibility, cares for which 1am more than recompensed by 
your present kindly recognition of my services, my task as Governor of the 
Straits Settlements was comparatively easy. If during my tenure of office, 
your beautiful islands flourished that happy result is to be attributed far 
more to the exertions of the able and zealous officers by whom I was so 
energetically seconded, and to the cordial support I received from all 
classes, than to my own labours for the position of the colony. So long 
as the government is administered on the principle of free trade, initiated 
by that great man Sir Stamford Raffles in Asia, long befure the cry 
was heard in Europe, I have no fears ; but let that principle be once departed 
from, and your trade will be given to other ports, and with the departure of 
trade there will be diminution of your revenue, for your capital, Singapore, 
is simply a great emporium, owing its importance to its admirable position, 
rendering it the great centre of the commerce of the Eastern Archipelago. 
However, this isa theme upon which 1 must not dilate, for so long as we 
have statesmen at the head of affairs in this country, I feel assured that no 
attempt to interfere with the freedom of your port will be attended with 
success ; and that there is every reason to believe that the colony will truly 
retain its pristine vigour and union under the new Administration equally 
as under the old; and that many years may yet elapee ere it reaches the 
acme of its prosperity. 

“Gentlemen, it is said that when the heart is full the tongue is often 
silent. I now feel the truth of this saying, ard this must plead as an excuse 
for my brevity; but I cannot conclude without expressing a fervent wish 
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for the continued welfare of a Settlement in which | spent many happy 
years and made many warm-hearted friends. [ would therefore propose 
aaa toast the ‘* Prosperity of the colony of the Straits Settlements,” with 
which toast I venture to couple the name of Mr. W. H. Read—a gentle. 
man who has ever identified himself most thoroughly with the Straits, and 
whom I always found ready to sacrifice his own convenience if by so 
doing he could assist the Government or further the interests of his fellow 
citizens.” 

The health of Mr. Jonny CrawrurD was next proposed by 
the Chairman, Mr. Crawrourv took charge of the Govern- 
ment of the Straits in 1821, and did much to consolidate 
the advantages bestowed by Sir Stamrorp Rarries. It was 
chiefly owing to the vigilance of Mr. Crawrurp that the valu- 
able tin mines in Sarawak were opened up. Since his residence 
in this country he has always been ready to devote his attention 
to matters connected with the Straits, and he was a most valu- 
able adviser. Mr. Crawrtrp, in acknowledging the toast, said 
he had much pleasure iv meeting so large a number of gentle- 
men connected with the Straits ; that he was now in his cighty- 
fourth year, and could hardly expect many wore such meetings. 
He said that the prosperity of the Straits was, in a great mea- 
sure, owing to the residents themselves. 

Mr. LevEcoy next rose to propose the “Colonial Service,” 
coupled with the name of Colonel MacpHerson, the present 
Colonial Secretary, who had just arrived from Singapore. 

Colonel NacrHerson had much pleagure in returning thanks, 
and was delighted to fiud his old friend aud Governor so much 
honoured. The new Government of the Straits, he could 
assure them, was making satisfactory progress, and if the resi- 
dents would but exercise patience they would find that trade 
generally would flourish more under the new than the old 
regime, and he could assure them that there was no intention 
‘to depart from the frec trade principles originally laid for the 
Straits. 

Mr. Reap then proposed “ The Guests,” which was responded 
to by Mr. Crawrurp. 

Mr. GREENSHIELDS called attention to the desirability of a 
yearly dinuer, which was received with great applause. 

The CuarrMAN in a neat speech proposed “ the Press,” with 
the name of Mr. ANGIER. 

Mr. ANGIER, in reply, said that the press had a most im- 
portant and at times unpleasant duty to discharge, but so far as 
che was persona!ly concerned, be could assure the readers of the 
London and China Express and London and China Telegraph 
that they were conducted on thoroughly independent principles, 
and that the object of the proprictors was to be of service to the 
communities of the Far East, and not pull the strings of any 
particular section. 

Geueral CavenaGH then proposed the health of the Chairman, 
and on behalf of the company thanked him for his able dis- 
-oharge of the duties. 


A TELEGRAM from Calcutta, dated Feb. 22, and received on 
Saturday, states that a memorial in support of the Ane1o-In- 
DIAN TELEGRAPH, signed by numerous merchants, has been 
presented to the Government. The reply was to the effect that 
the matter was receiving all possible attention, aud that a de- 
spatch relative to it had been transmitted to the Sncrerary of 
Stare for Inpta.

A FEW SUGGESTIONS TO THE HONG KONG 
ASSOCIATION. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph. ) 

S1x,—The inauguration of the Hong Kong Association ia London will 
mark an epoch in the history of the colony, as the views of so influential 
a body of gentlemen cannot fail to have due weight with the Imperial 
Government. And there is the more hope of success as the temperate 
tone of the speakers gives us an assurance that the error into which the 
Hong Kong branch has fallen, of using too inflated language in their pe- 
tition to Parliament, will not be repeated. That the Hong Kong Associa- 
tion has materially weakened its case by the use of that species of colonial 
English which Mr. White tells us cannot be tolerated in England, there 
cannot be a doubt; and it is to be hoped that any futare documents ad- 
dressed by it to the Home Government will be subject to revision by some 
one who is not an editor of a paper. But to return to our association. As 
I think that too much light cannot be thrown upon so vital a point as the se- 
tion of the Hong Kong Legislative Council, I wish to state that the presence 
of the official members at that board is acomplete farce, as they are not even 
allowed to differ in opinion from the views promulgated by the governor. 
Now surely this is a degrading position for any English gentleman to be 
placed in—to be obliged to vote against his own convictions. Bat sach is 
literally the case. I was present at a meeting of the Legislative Council 
in which Mr. Sutherland moved an amendment to the estimates sub- 
mitted by the then acting governor, Mr. Mercer, when two of 
the official members actually voted for the amendment. This 
desertion from the Government ranks reduced the majority for the esti- 
mates to one, and, no doubt, caused some serious cogitation in the mind of 
Mr. Mercer, for he appears to have represented the gravity of the situation 
to the home authorities. The answer which the Secretary of the 
Colonies forwarded (to speak more correctly—was understood to have for- 
warded) defined exactly the position of an official member of the Legis- 
lative Council of Hong Kong. The secretary wrote in substance as 
follows :—“ I expect that any member of the Council who is in receipt of 
a salary from Government will, under all circumstances, support Govern- 
ment by his vote, and trust that in case he finds it impossible to reconcile 
such a line of conduct with his conscience or his honour, he will not hesi- 
tate in resigning his situation. Moreover, I should not be displeased to 
learn that in the event of any official member acting contrary to the spirit 
of these instructions, that the governer, for the time being, had suspended 
him forthwith from the exercise of his official functions pending further 
instructions from home.” This is what is expected from these gentlemen, 
to whom is extended the prefix ‘“‘ honourable.” 

The two official members who voted against the Governor's estimates 
on the above-mentioned occasion were Mr. Whyte and Mr. Forth. 
Mr. Whyte resigned shortly afterwards, so that he was not again 
called on to provoke the wrath of the powers that make and unmake 
official members; but Mr. Forth was again tempted, on the Stamp-tax 
question, to vote against Government, but prudently asked, before com- 
mitting himself, what the consequence of his so voting would be. Go- 
vernor MacDonnell was kind enough to clear up all doubts in a moment, 
by explaining that every member of Council had, without doubt, the right 
to vote as he liked, but if any one of the official members should happen 
to vote against Government, he might be asked how he could reconcile 
such conduct with the fact of his being a paid servant of the Crown. 
You will not be surprised to hear, Mr. Editor, that Mr. Forth did not give 
the Governor the opportunity ef asking the above significant question. 
Now, would it not be better to make this Council a purely deliberative one, 
without any power of voting at all, than to degrade our Crown officers to 
this degree of moral depravity? To promulgate an ukase embodying 
one’s own ideas may be one of the greatest enjoyments of a Go- 
vernor or of a Secretary of the Colonies; bat to force a body 
of gentlemen to endorse, nolens volens, all such peculiar ideas is a some- 
thing that looks very much akin to tyranny. If it were not so 
serious a matter, an eye-witness of the proceedings of the Legislative 
Council of Hong Kong might be excused some amount of hilarity at 
witnessing the swallowing capacity of the official members. No matter 
what the proposal of the Government may be, it is accepted withan avidity 
by these gentlemen that betokens long practice at bolting what, to men of 
tender conscience, would prove very hard chewing. It matters little what 
the object of the ordinance is—to levy a tax for building a lighthouse at 
Ceylon; to pay £20,000, £50,000, or £100,000 per annum military contri- 
bution to the Imperial Government; to turn shroffs and compradors into 
honest men; to legalise gambling and suppress vice in general throughout 
the island; to mint coin gratis; to flog Europeans in the market-place in 
order to increase the prestige of the race; to appropriate a card-load of 
dollars to erect public buildings with sand and water instead of mortar; 
to legalise prostitution, regulate immorality amongst the Chinese—it is 
read and passed with astonishing unanimity ; the law officers of the Crown 
crossing the t’s and dotting the i’s, of course, to make the thing stand better 
in a court of law. The only difference observable in the swallowing capa- 
city of this body of officers of the Crown is perhaps a somewhat readier 
and easier mode on the part of such as are heirs-at-law to high appoint- 
ments—they possessing a slight advantage over actual incumbents. 
As far as the non-official members are concerned, it must be conceded that 
they are called upon, in no slight degree, to sacrifice upon the altar of 
patriotism ; for, for a man to co up the hill to Government House on a 
hot summer's day and ‘assist ” at one of these legislative farces, it is all 
that a European body and soul can endure in theclimatecf Hong Kong. 

I feel pretty sure, Mr. Editor, that if our Hong Kong Association will 
turn their attention tothe working of this legislative imposition in the 
colony, they will succeed in effecting some good. The question of how to 
reform the Constitution of the Council? is one that is, itis true, beset 
with difficulties; but still a certain measure of success is not hopeless. 
Another subject which I would urgently press upon the Association to 
take into consideration is the working of the Courts of Law, as I think 
an investigation into the ins and omts connected with those institutions 
would prove both instructive and profitable to the public at large—I 
am, yours, &c., Frers.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &o. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hameure, March 14. 

The Raesian-American Company are to receive four millions of roubles 
as compensation for the loss of their sphere of operations by the sale of 
Rassian-America to the United States. At the late meeting of the share- 

~ holders held at St. Petersburg they were so agreeably taken by surprise at 
this announcement that they immediately passed a resolution to present 
Senator Wrangel, one of their directors—to whom they are mainly indebted 
for the successful result of the long-pending negotiations with the Guvern- 
ment—with six per cent. on the amount, making the comfortable sum of 
240,000 roubles. 

Two speculative Chinese merchants have arrived with a large quantity 
of tea suited for Russian consumption at Irbit, where the annual fair is 
now being held. As such an occurrence had never happened before it has 
made a great sensation, and the enterprising Celestials will probably repeat 
their experiment next year, as by the latest accounts they are selling their 
tea very freely. 

Russian papers announce that the Mayor of Irkutzk, who rejoices in 
the euphonious patronymic of Katyschewjew, has generously made a pre- 
sent of the needful instruments} required for the meteorological station 
about to be erected in that city. 

A letter from Nicolayefsk reports the loss of the schooner Sachalia, the 
only vessel belonging to that port, aud which had earned large sums by 
freight seeking in those waters. She was wrecked on an island in the sea 
of Ochotzk, but the officers and crew were saved, having been picked up 
by a passing veszel. 

The Russian Invalide publishes some particulars about the five young 
Japanese that have been now for three years inmates of the boarding 
academy of M. Zelowsky, at St. Petersburg. They have all made consi- 
derable progress in their studies, and can express themselves fluently in 
the Russian language; and they all exhibit great predilection for scientific 
attainments, so that next year they will be removed to institutions where 
they can prosecute their studies in a higher sphere. One has decided for 
the School of Mines, two for medicine and surgery, and the others for 
engineering and architecture. Each pupil, adds the report, pays Bf. 
Zelowsky 1,500 roubles annually. The eldest of them is-tweaty-two years 
old, and married, but he has left his wife at home. 

Seven smooth-bore 68-pounders found in the Hanoverian battery at 
Stade formerly used to enforce the payment of the Stade dues levied on 
ships and cargoes passing up the Elbe, and destined for Hamburg and 
Altona, were sold last week by the Prussian Government at public auction. 
There being no competition they were knocked down for a mere song to a 
speculative local publican, who sent them up here and resold them with a 
@ profit of 200 per cent. The last purchaser is about to ahip them for 


sale in China. 
‘COMMEROIAL. 


Jn the transactions of the past week coffee has suddenly assumed the 
first place of importance, the sales having amounted to nearly 50,000 bags 
at higher rates, and prices close firm. The rice market continues steady. 
Of cassia liguea, 1,600 chests have been taken on speculation at 124 sch. 
banco, since which the market is firmer, notwithstanding the arrival of 
two vessels from China direct with 4,500 chests. None is to be had under 
122 sch. banco. A fair amount of business has been done in pepper at 
prices decidedly in favour of importers. Spelter is higher, though the sales 
of the week have been neither extensive nor numerous, and only the fol- 
lowing transactions are reported: 500 centners in loco at 13 mks. 10 sch. 
banco ; 1,000 do. special marks at 13 13; 2,000 do. for spring delivery at 
18 10; and yesterday, 2,000 do. at 138 12. Discount 2 per ceat.

The Liberal party of course approved of this propo- 
sal, notwithstanding every one is convinced that nothing can be said 
that has not already been published by the English, French, and Austrian 
Governments. As the Minister promised that he would bring forward 
this correspondence as soon as possible, it is more than probable that 
without much delay the now suspended discussions will be resumed, and 
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that Ginally the Cabinet will be struck by a vote of want of confidence. 
From what was suid during the prolix debate, we may infer that the Cabinet 
will not retreat from such a vote, but that it wil! be maintained by the King, 
who, perhaps, will issue for the third time a decree to diseolve the Chamber. 
The explanation fur such strange behaviuur is, as is generally thought, 
that Earl van Zuylen has settled the Luxembourg question (with which our 
country had nothing to do), to please the King, and that the King now 
pleases his minister by maintaining the anti-national Cabinet. 

Baron Bentinck, our Ambassador at the Court of st. James, where he 
was accredited for more than sixteen years, died at London some d:ys ago, 
at the age of seventy. His corpse was transferred to Holland, in order that 
it might be buried at Wyhe. It is said that Mr. Roest van Limburg, our 
Ambassador at the Court of Washington, will be appointed to {ill this 
vacant place. In a former letter I told you that our actual Minister of 
Foreign Affairs was assigned for this dignity, but the Arnhemsche 
Courant said that this plan was rejected, because the British Court should 
have declared that this gentleman was not agreeable to it. Notwithstand- 
ing the Minister 01 the Interior declared in the Chamber that this com- 
aennes was false, it is generally believed that eomething like that oc- 
curred. 

At the re-election at Haarlem the Liberals were defeated, Mr. Koorders, 
the Conservative candidate and anti-revolutionist, being duly elected. It 
was cerfainly very strange that this candidate was alao recommended 
by the editor in spe of the Java Bode, Mr. Ch. Busken Huetz, who, not- 
withstanding he will become the editor of this Liberal E. 1. paper, placed 
his name under an advertisement, being a warm recommendation of a 
Conservative. This fact shows the political conviction of this author, by 
whose scribbling I do not think that the Javanese will profit much. 

Two important Bills were laid before the Chamber, viz, that to abolish 
the tithes, and that to reorganise the academical instruction. By the last 
Bill it is proposed to transter the propadentical instruction to the gym- 
nasia. Every town of more than 20,000 inhabitants will be obliged to 
maintain such a gymnasium, whilst in smaller communities progymnasia 
will be established. The academies at Leysden, Utrecht and Groningen 
will be maintained, and also all the faculties except the theological one ; 
instead thereof one or more seminaries for the mstruction of reverends for 
the Reformed Church will be subsidised, as well as those institutions in 
behalf of theother communities. ‘I'he study at the academies is quite free 
and no duration of the cursus is fixed, but a final examination is required; 
it is, however, not necessary that the students should have studied at one 
of the academies, it being permitted to establish private establishments 
for academical instruction. A sum of 3,000F. will be allowed every year, 
to give opportunities to poor studenta, to make voyages on behalf of their 
studies. The students will only have to pay a sum of 200f. a year to the 
State, whilst the professors will receive from 2 500f. to 4 QUOF. a year. The 
reorganised academical instruction will now cost about 400,000f. a year. 
Only at the academy at Leyden instructien will be given in the Eastern 
literature, whilst the so-named Incia Institution at Leyden will be 
abrogated. 

In a former letter [ announced that Maltatuli’s “May Havelaar ” should 
be published in the English language. The translator, Mr. Alphonse 
Nahuys, now announces in the Spectafor that he will translate the English 
text into Dutch, because the tran-lation was done from the original 
manuscript. The greatest differences between the English and Dutch 
editions are, that the names of the places are published in tull, and also 
those of the regents. 

The French Government has ordered a large quantity of breech-loaders 
to be manufactured at Maastricht by Mr. Stevens. 

In Berlin will be published a Jndische Bibliothek, by the editor Lud- 
wig Dehnicke. Two numbers have been already published, viz.. Aus 
dem Indischen Leben, by Dr. W. R. van Hoevell, and Ostindische Damen 
und Herren, by Dr. J. tea Brink. The translator is Mr. Wilhelm Berg, 
a pseudonym. 

Mr. J. F. Lylker, M.P., has died at Winschoten. Amongst the 
candidates to fill this vacant seat is named Mr. Cremers, ex- Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. 

Mr. L. E. W. Roorda van Eysinga has addressed himself for the sixth 
time to the Second Chamber, in order that he might be rehabilitated. 
It will be remembered that thie gentleman was expelled from Java, because 
he haJ published in the Java-bode un article named ‘ Solo en de residen 
Nieuwenhuyzen.” t 

I regret to have to record the death of Professor Jan van der Hoeven, 
who died at Leyden at the age of 67 years.

ex Nederland, 2.765 b. do. ex Tweelinyen, 1,200 ex Nicot, 867 b. Java, 
ex Tweelinden, 872 b. ex Susanna, 344 b. do. ex Madura. The deliveries 
by the Trading Company included 87,927 b. since Ist January. The 
Company's stock amounts to 551,884 b., against 414,783 b. in 1867; and 
private stock 50,485 b. .

THE PROPOSED DAILY MAIL TO INDIA. 
(STANDARD.) 

We have just seen the establishment of a weekly mail to India. How 
soon shall we have a daily one? To attain this object we must look to the 
“ middle route,” concerning which Mr. Hyde Clarke hes been proluding 
before the Society of Arts. This route, as he observes, is not a rival to 
any existing line. It will not interfere with the Suez Canal, nor with the 
present land transit through Egypt. And it will do more than either in 
opening up countries now little frequented, and in giving an impulse to 
the commerce of the world. Moreover, it has this characteristic—that, 
above even the Suez Canal, it can claim to be a Buropean undertaking. 
The lines of railway from London and the European capitals, constituting 
the great railway system, reach Basiash, on the Danube, near Belgrade, 
on the Turkish and Servian frontier. For the junctions with Constanti- 
nople a route of about five hundred miles, which will pass through 
Adrianople, has been granted by the Porte to a combination of 
English, Belgian, and Hungarian capitalists, represented by Messrs. 
Vander, Elst, and Co., and the works are to be begun at an 
early date at four different points, A bridge across the Bosphorus, 
between the Castles of Europe and Asia, has been projected by 
Mr. Maclean, late President of the Institution of Civil Engineers; and 
a plan for a similar work was also exhibited at the late Paris Exhibition by 
Herr Rappert, a distinguished Austrian engineer. The line from Con- 
stantinople and Scutari to Bagdad and Bussorah, a distance of fourteen or 
fifteen hundred miles, is granted by the Porte to a company represented 
by the Hon. Randolph Stewart, Mr. L. Greig, Messrs. Sharpe, Stewart, 
and Co., and Baron Winspeare. The route, which has to be decided on 
survey, has been peagtly ee by Izmid, Kutahiah, Anoon Kara Hissah, 
Ak Serai, Yenishcher, Kaisarieh, Aleppo, the Euphrates Valley, Bagdad, 
and Bussorah, with a branch to Skanderoon, Seleucia, or Suedia. The 
guarantee of the Government is limited to five per cent. on £12,000 a 
kilometre, or £20,000 a mile. The special funds set apart are the postal 
subsidies and transport of mails, the Indian telegraph receipts, and one per 
cent. transport duties. From Bussorah mail steamers run to Bombay, but ~ 
these sora kenranicastion only to the local trade between India, Bussorah, 
and Bagdad. Yet this is sufficient to justify the Government of India in 
maintaining the service. 

The minimum receipts for the Constantinople and Bussorah Railway 
are estimated at £600,000. The question, says Mr. Clarke, is what Eng- 
land and India can afford to give asa postal subsidy, leaving the other 
mails as matters for subsequent arrangement. Taking this at £200,000, 
he calculates upon the great increase to the revenue which will result from 
the acceleration and more frequent transit of the mail. If this be taken 
at £100,000 it leaves only another £100,000 as the amount of effective 
subsidy, in substitution of other subsidies, to be divided between England 
and India, to be diminished by other mail receipts, and to be ultimately 
extinguished by the development of the railway system and the augmen- 
tation of the transit duties. Moreover, asks Mr. Clarke, will not France, 
Austria, and Hungary participate in this undertaking, from which each 
is to derive so much? It certainly appears inconsistent with the attitude 
of France that she should leave the prosecution of these works entirely to 
England. Looking to practicabilities, it is pointed out that, starting from 
Constantinople or Scutari, after coasting the Gulf of Ismid to the town of 
that name, adifficult country has to beapproached. This, however, has been, 
in part, surveyed, and, in part, examined by British engineers, while the 
whole line from Scutari to Ismid and Eski Sheher has long since been 
carefully planned under the direction of the former concessionaire, Mr. 
James Landon. The passage of the Koolak Boghazi, the Syrian or Ci- 
lician Gates, the great pass through Taurus, will be the principal work on 
the line, and the one requiring most care and expense. But since the 
time when it was first considered, the execution of the railway p 
over the Alps and the Ghauts have materially contributed to alleviate the 
responsibility of such an enterprise. From Aleppo onwards to Bagdad 
and Bussorah the route presents the usual features of a line in a great 
southern river valley. An estimate of a hundred miles for the Scutari and 
Ismid concessionaire gives from eight to ten thousand pounds per mile, but 
the country beyond is heavier. The estimate of the Euphrates Valley 
section is given at the same rates for eight hundred and fifty miles as those 
of the Scutari and Ismid. The total cost appears to be within the limits 
of 416,000,000 and £25,000,000. Probably, says Mr. Clarke, the capital 
may be taken at £20,000,000. The line, he adds, can be begun at several

ARRANGEMENTS FOR 1868. 


The Proprietor has made arrangements to run six couriers per month in May and June, in the 
event of delay in the transmission of telegrams by the Russian Telegraph Service. It may not be 
zenerally known that thé delays during the last season were occasioned by the overflowing of the 
Rivers Irtisch, Obi, and Yenessei; upwards of $00 versts of Telegraph Line were swept away from 
sime to time. As such inundations occur only once or twice in a century, the Proprietor hopes that 
she precaution he has taken will prove unnecessary. During the latter two months of last season 
she line worked very well, and Telegrams were delivered to and from Europe in 18 days; the 
iverage time being as follows :—

A courier having been killed by a fall from his horse last year, the telegram bag was lost, and 
1as not yet been recovered. In order to prevent a recurrence of the inconvenience, it is the inten- 
ion of the Proprietor to open all telegrams addressed to his care, and forward duplicates by the 
ubsequent courier to their respective addresses, unless he be specially notified to the contrary. 
Che number of stations in Mongolia will be doubled this year. Contracts have been made to 
leliver telegrams between Kiachta and Tientsin in twelve days; the non-fulfilment of the contracts 
s to time entails a penalty upon the contractors of from 1 to 3 taels per hour (6s. to 18s.), thus 
‘iving a guarantee that delay will not occur. 


After the first two months of the season, which are the most severe as regards the climate, the 
ontractors will reduce their contract time to ten days.
